One Day in J. Pierpont 
Morgan’s Life Described. 
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The publication in last Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch of the account of the exploration 
of Burkville Cave by a Post-Dispatch staff 
correspondent promises to make the little 
town of Burkville, Ill., 25 miles out from 8t. 
Louis on the Mobile & Ohio Railroad, a 
Mecca of geologists. 

The story attracted widespread attention, 
not only from the general reading public, 
but also in the scientific work, and it is 
likely that {t will result in the formation of 
many exploring parties to visit the cave 
country. 

It was read with especial interest by 
those who are familiar with the peculiar 
topography of the territory about Burk- 
ville. Among the latter in St. Louis are 
Frank L. Christman, a druggist of Wash- 
ington and Vandeventer avenues, and Gus 
Roediger, a carmaker of 2522 North Spring 
avenue, both of whom have traversed thor- 

-Oughly the cave country and tell remark- 
able stories of their investigations and dis- 
coveries. 

Mr. Christman is an amateur geologist 
and ethnologist, and Mr. Roediger is a 
hunter with a talent for scientific observa- 
tion, Caves, multitudinous in number, with 
two bottomless holes and a rock that 
“grows” figure in their narratives. 

Without the knowledge of the other, each 
advanced to the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
the following theories based upon their in- 
vestigations: 

That the country for probably a radius of 
ten miles about Burkville is the vast roof 
of a series of caves, each of which opens 
into another and all forming one great 
- Subterranean marvel. 

That the Burkville Cave, the wonders of 
which were described in last Sunday's Post- 
Dispatch, is but one of this series and cer- 
tainly not the largest of them. 

That the term, “sink-hole country,” which 
has long been applied to the area em-

Neither has carried on his investigations 
upon a sufficiently elaborate scientific basis | 
to compute the formation period. 
Christman, however, has some ethnological 
specimens in his possession which convince 
him that these marvelous chambers. with 
their countless arrays of stalagmites and 
Stalactites of exquisite beauty were carved 
from the solid earth and rock by the deli- 
cate, but certain, chisseling of the water 
in aeons long forgotten. 


Footprint in 
a Solid Rock. 

“I have examined {fn a cursory fashion 
some of those caves,’’ said Mr. Christman 
yesterday to the Post-Dispatch, “and I am 
convinced that their formation periods were 
partially identical, if not entirely so. Their 
location, depth and similar pattern of con- 


struction lead to this conclusion. 

“At one of this series of caves, at Rock 
House creek, about six miles from Burk- 
ville, I found on.a table of rock. which 
formed the entrance and was protected 
from intrusion by an overhanging rock of 
forbidding appearance, a footprint that is 
undoubtedly that of a human. The shape 
of the foot and toes indicates that it must 
have belonged to a tree climber or cliff 
dweller. I also found on that same Slab | 
@ crude drawing of an Indian with scalps | 
dangling from his belt. Both of these are | 
undoubtedly of great age and must have 
been made ‘n prehistoric times. The cave 
had been hollowed out before they were 
made, because it was probably used as a 
den by the one who made the drawing. 

“The cave at that particular place does 
not appear to be interesting. It opens into 
@ great, bare chamber which extends back- 
ward into the earth for about 100 feet, when 
it narrows down to a small passage, which 
cannot be penetrated without crawling. I 
am confident that the opening again widens 
and attains great proportions beyond the 


| 


passage. 

‘The most interesting of the caves that 
I have examined is one about two miles 
south of Burkville and about seven miles 
from the famous Burkville cave. There 
are two entrances to it and each reaches 
back into a separate chain of lofty cham- 
bers of immense proportions and rare beau- 
ty. to a distance of about two miles, wher 
they become one cavern, which I have not 
explored, but which, I am assured, is one 
of the series to which the great Burkville 


ongs. 

The entrances to this cave are uncannily 
situated in a small sinkhole about 20 feet 
in diameter, and probably about the same 
distance below the earth's surface. A 
flight of stone steps leads down to the bot- 
tom and, when one arrives there, one finds 
a small stream that flows out of the cave 
and vanishes into a perpendicular hole in 
the rocks

“One can listen at this hole until the 
noise of the rushing water dics away in 
the silence of distance, down, uwown to un- 
fathomable depths, and one will never hear 
the sound of a landing upon a solid sub- 
stance below.

“That section of country is almost as in- 
teresting, ethnologically, as geologically. 
Within a few miles of Burkville there is an 
old Indian city of prehistoric age where an 
is to be found. Back 
of it is a great burial mound—one of the 
greatest in the United States—which is 
filled with well-preserved skeletons and 
prehistoric weapons and pottery.’’ 

The bottomless hole that Mr. Roediger has 
investigated is situated on the farm of his 
father-in-law, William Horn, three miles 
west of Burkville. He says he has thrown 
rocks into it, but has not heard the noise 
of their ianding, although he has heard 
them bumping against the sides of the hole 
in falling. 

“This hole,’ he said, “is about the thick- 
ness of the body of an averaged-sized man, 
It is situated in a bed of rock and, although 
its existence has heen known for many 
years, little investigation has been made 
of it. I suppose I have done more in this 
line than any other person. I dropped a 
plummet down it one day to a great dis- 
tance, but found no obstruction. When I 
visit the plawe next summer I shall go pre- 
pared to find out whether or not it has any 
bottom and to ascertain why and how it 
came to be there. 

Growing Rock 

Is a Marvel. 

“I know of another curiosity in that 
country that is worthy of the attention of 
a geologist. It is a ‘growing’ rock. The 
inhabitants will tell you that the rock 
grows several inches every 12 months, and 
they biast it off every year to enable them 
to make records of the amount of the 
“growth.”’ Of course the “growth” theory 
is absurd. Undoubtedly, the rock protrudes 
from the ground more every year, but I am 
of the opinion that that appearance is due 
to the settling of the earth into the caverns 
with which it is honeycombed. 

“There is no doubt that the country 
around Burkville for a radius of many 
miles roofs one great cave, which !{s di- 
vided into multitudinous chambers. If those 
caves shall ever be thoroughly explored, 
connections will be found between them. 
The Burkville Cave, which the Post-Dis- 
patch explored, is but one of this great sys- 
tem. I have been tn several caves near 
Burkville. I penetrated into one a distance 
of two miles and found a petrified human 
head and hindquarter of an animal that 
must have been very much like an ox. All 
the caverns that I visited were extremely

“Some time ago I was compelled to take 
up my residence temporarily "4 that coun- 
try.

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It had fallen into the little cave stream 
of which my spring was the outlet and had 
rushed ijiike an avalanche upon my little 
dairy. To my knowlyedge there are three 
or four caves between the pond and the 
spring, and that accident convinced me 
that they are all connected and resulted 
in the deduction of the theory of one cave 
system for that entire country. 

“The land there is sinking continually. 
Only last summer a farmer discovered that 
his wheatfield had sagged two feet in one 
night. Sink holes are to be found every- 
where there. They are the result of the 
land dropping into the caves. 

“I believe that if the earth could be re- 
moved for a depth of twenty feet over that 
entire territory a honeycomb of caverns 
would be uncovered. The inhabitants know 
the earth is hollow thereabout and ac- 
commodate themselves to the condition. 
They do not attempt to dig well, for a 
cavern would in all likelihood be struck 
before a sufficient depth for water could 
be reached. They all have cisterns Meee 
which they rely for their water supply.” 


Strange Story 
cf Exploration. 

The first effort on record to explore the 
great Burkville cave, which the Post-Dis- 
patch investigated, was made 60 years ago 
by two daring young Frenchmen of New 
Design, Til. They entered the cave one 
afternoon, expecting to be able to make a 
thorough exploration of it before night. 
But they had not proceeded far into the 
winding labyrinths before they lost their 
way. They vainly tried to find their way 
to an exit. Finally, after many hours of 
walking, the oil in their lanterns was con- 
sumed and they found themselves in 
darkness. 

They groped around without making any 
progress until one of them said he was too 
weak and tired to proceed farther, and he 
lay down to rest until assistance should 
come. The other placed a handkerchief in 
his comrade’s hand as a guide to him if 
he should return and continued his efforts 


to discover an exit, which he did late the | 


next day. 
In his ramblings through the cave, his 


hands, feet and body had been lacerated 
by the stalactites until he was weak from 
the loss of blood, in addition to being 
wearied by trudging about.the cavern. He 
dropped to the earth and slept long and 
soundly, not awaking until the next day. 
He immediately summoned a_ searching 
party and started in quest of his friend. 
Chamber after chamber was searched, but 
no trace of the sleeping man could be 
found. The hunt was continued for many 
days, but always without any success. 

A few weeks later a hunter from Kas- 
kaskia visited New Design and the story 
of the fate that overtook the young 
French explorer was rehearsed to him 
He showed great interest during its narra- 
tion, and, to be certain that he heard 
aright, he asked the color of the handker- 
chief that was deposited in the young 
man’s hand. When it was described to 
him he produced it from his pocket, and 
said that while he was walking in the cave 
a few days before he saw it hanging over 
a ledge of rock, and, thinking it had been 
dropped by some curiosity seeker, he 
picked it up as a souvenir. 

He offered to pilot a party to the place 
where he picked it up. The party was im- 
mediately organized and the Kaskaskian 
led it direct to the ledge upon which the 
young Frenchman had lain when his friend 
separated from him to continue his search 
for an outlet from the cavern. 

There he still lay, but he was now cold 
in death. 

The Kaskaskian had taken the handker- 
chief from the dead man's fingers.

PROF. ROSS NOT TO BLAME 


Committee of Political Economists Say 
That Leland Stanford University 
Is at Fault. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—Edwin R. A. S8e- 
ligman, Ph. D., professor of political econo- 
my and finance in Columbia University, 
gave out to-day’ the report of the com- 
mittee of economists on the dismissal of 
Prof. Ross from Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity. The other members of the com- 
mittee beside Prof. Seligman, are Henry W, 
Farnam, professor of political economy, 
Yale University, and Henry B. Gardner, 
professor of political economy, Brown Uni- 
versity. 
When Prof, Ross severed his connection 
with the Leland Stanford, Jr., University 
Nov. 12, 1900, his action and the causes 
thereof were subject to wide comment. 
Profs. Seligman, Farnam and Gardner es- 
poused the cause of Prof. Ross and began 
an investigation of the matter. After cor- 
respondence with the officers of the uni- 
vergity and an examination of the case in 
detail the committee prepared the report 
which was made pubile to-day. The report 
says, in part: 
J]. There is no evidence to show that 
Prof, Ross gave occasion for his dismissal 
by any defect in moral character. On the 
contrary, Prof, Jordan states in his letter 
of Meb.

Lies Behind Attempted Sui- 
cide of V. §. Whiteside. 


A MAN'S MAD INFATUATION 


CAUSED HIM TO DO NUMEROUS 
FOOLISH THINGS. 


Nov’ He Is Paying the Penalty—The 
Story of One Who Was Formeriy 
the Foremost Citizen of 

, Chattancoga, Tenn. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 23.~Behind the attempted 
Suicide of Vernon 8S. Whiteside at Hannah 
& Hogg'’s West Madison street saloon 
Thursday night lies the story of a promising 
career blighted by an infatuation for an- 
Other man’s wife, 

A woman sits by the bedside of the man 
in the darkened ward at St. Luke's Hospital 
watching his labored breathing. She gave 
her name as Mrs. Dorethy Whiteside, wife 
of the would-be suicide. A dispatch from 
Chatianocga, Tenn.. however, says that the 
wife of Whiteside is at home. The woman 
who claims that title was stopping with him 
at the Palmer THlouse. She is a blonde of 
medium height, and those who have seen 
her say she might be anywhere between 20 
and 40 years old. 

Eleven years ago Vernon S. Whiteside 
was auditor of the city of Chattanooga, @& 
leader of the Republican party In Tennessee 
and one of the brightest and brainiest poli- 
ticlans in the South. He wus married, but 
his attentions to the petite blonde wife of a 
leading merchant were notorious. For a 
brief time the latter was unsuspicious, but 
finally he learned of the case and filed 2 
suit for divorce, in which Whiteside was 
named co-respondent. The woman, Mrs. J 
W.° Metz. left Chattancoga a few days be- 
fore the bill was filed, and City Auditor 
Whiteside also left after the application for 
divorce. 


Mother Made 


Shortage Good. 

He was gone a week or two when the city 
officials announced that he was a defaulter 
to the extent vf $39,000. His mother, one 
of the wealthiest women in the south, noti- 
fied the city that she would repay the mon- 
ey. She wus his principal bondsman. For 
two or three years Vernon remained away 
from Chattanooga, but returned after being 
assured that no prosecution would be 
pushed against him. Mrs. Metz did not re- 
turn, while her husband sold out his Chat- 
tanooga business and removed to Nashville. 

During the greater part of his absence 
from Chattanooga Whiteside lived in Chi- 
cago and a blonde woman was his compan- 
fon. Several times since he has left his 
southern home and remained away for 
months at a time. His departure would 
generally be followed by rumors of finan- 
Cial difficultics, but exact facts rarely be- 
came known, 

On his return to Chattanooga after his 
first absence he became to some extent his 
mother’s financial agent.: After his second 
disappearance from home he never resumed 
the same relations. He did not suffer, how- 
ever, as his mother gave him enough to live 
on and tock eare of his family. He had lost 
his political opportunities, and, in fact, 
never tried to get back into the leader- 
Ship of the Republican party. e 

His last desertion of his family occured 
three months ago. Shortly afterward he ar- 
rived in Chicago and with him was the 
blonde woman, whose general description 
answers that of the woman of his infatua- 
tion of eleven years ago. He registered 
from Boston. 

For some time he has been expecting a re- 
mittance from home, but the purse strings 
seemed to have been shut against him. 
Through excessive cigarette smoking he 
has become encendinaty nervous and irri- 
tabie and had fits of despondency, though 
he was most usually of a bouyant and jo- 
vial nature. 

The woman who claims to be Mrs. White- 

side went to the hospital with him on 
Thursday night and except for an hour's 
absence yesterday morning she has been 
in his room watching and assisting con- 
tinvally in his care. 
Whiteside’s brother and his wife are ex 
pected to reach Chicago this morning. The 
woman who clings to him in his illness de- 
clines to see anyone and Dr. MacArthur 
prohibits everyone from visiting the sick 
chamber.

They 
were all men of excentional brightness and 
personal force.

SUCCEEDED BY HARD WORK 


Hs Been Connected With the Various 
“Q” Lines Since He Was a Lad of 
16—No Change of Policy 
Expected. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—George H. Harris, the 
newly elected president of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy system, has risen to his 
present position from an office boy. He was 
born in 1848 in Brookline, Mass., spent his 
early boyhood in Vermont and went with 
his parents to Hannibal, Mo., when he was 
i6 years old. At that age he went to work 
as office boy for the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Road, now a part of the Burlington sys- 
tem. His advancement to the positions of 
clerk, treasurer and paymaster of the road 
was rapid. He left the paymaster’s position 
to take service under his father, George 8. 
Harris, then land commissioner for the 
Burlington & Missouri River, now also a 
part of the Buriington system. He served 
that road in several capacities, and had 
much to do with ee after the right-of- 
way, ynd afterward ecame purchasing 
agent,’ with headquarters at Omaha. 

{r. Harris left the Burlington to become 
superintendent of the Atchison & Nebraska, 
with headquarters at Atchison. The Bur- 
lington & Missouri River again sought his 
services and he became successively assist- 
ant general freight agent and general 
freight agent for that road, with headquar- 
ters in Denver. In 1882 he accepted the po- 
sition of purchasing agent for the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, which position he left 
to become a salesman for the iron firm of 
John RB. Ayer’s Sons. 

In 1883 A. E. Touzaline and H. B. Strong 
left the Burlington to become respectively 
president and vice-president of the Santa

Fe. Mr. Harris went with them. In the in- 
terests of the Santa Fe he carried on diffi- 
cult and successful negotiations with the 
Mexican government regarding the Sonora 
road, which was then owned by the Santa 
Fe. Having completed that work, he went 
to Topeka as assistant to General Manager 
A. Robinson of the Santa Fe. 

From October to November, 1885, he was 
assistant to the president of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Northern, now of the Burling- 
ton System, and with headquarters in St. 
Paul he had entire charge of the construc- 
tion of that road. 

From November, 188, to June, 1890, he 
was vice-president and general manager of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Northern. The 
latter road was sold to the Burlington and 
on June 1, 1890, Mr. Harris entered the em- 

loy of the Burlington as second vice-pres- 
dent. Mr. Harris is a man of powerful 

hysique, and though 58 years old looks to 
be not over 40. He is capable of a tremen- 
dous amount of hard labor, and does it, 
His home is at 543 North State street. 

Mr. Harris will set up the executive office 
in Chicago. He, wiil also maintain an office 
in Boston, whith is considered the finan- 
cial home of the company. President Har- 
ris says: 

“My selection as president of the company 
does not reflect any change of ownership or 
change of policy in the Burlington. Fora 
number of years I have been vice-president 
of the road and now in the capectty of 
president I shall relieve Mr. Perkins, who 
desires it. of the duties he has heretofore 
performed. He still remains a director wilh 
a large personal interest in the company.

There canbe no reason why the bill for this amount should 
not be passed. It will not. be very long until. Missouri is ‘so- 
liciting New York to come here to our great Exposition, and 
if we afe to expect a favorable response we must show a friend- 
linéss of spirit now, and a willingness to contribute our mite 
toward the success of the New York exposition, in which all 
the people of that State take an interest. Failing to do this, 
we cannot expect any favorable response from New York to 
our appeal for that splendid exhibition and large appropriation 
which we will certainly expect the Empire State to make. 

But aside from this consideration, Missouri should be rep- 
resented by a creditable exhibition at Buffalo as a matter of 
sound and profitable policy. The resources of the State should 
be attractively shown. It will pay. Senators and Representa- 
tives cannot afford to stand in the way of the interests of the 
State by cutting Missouri out-of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion. 
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The battle fo: franchise taxation in the State Legislature is 
virtually won by the adoption almost: unanimously of fran- 
chise tax bills in both the Senate and House. Both branches 
of the Legislature are on record in favor of franchise tax- 
ation and the only remaining task is to harmonize them on the 
form of the law. That, of course, is essential to final victory 
for the people. A good law, equitably taxing franchises, must 
be put in the statute book.

SMOKE CLOUD MUST GO, 


In passing Senator Drabelle’s amended bill providing for 
smoke abatement, the State Senate has complied with the de- 
mand of the progressive citizens of St. Louis. In its amend- 
ed form the bill only makes smoke consumption compulsory 
where it is practicable.. It will injure no one, because a manu- 
facturer is permitted under it to set-up as a valid plea the 
fact that no known application or method for smoke pre- 
vention is adapted to his furnace or plant. 

St. Louisans who’ believe that one of the chief improve- 
ments in preparation for the World’s Fair is the clearing away 
of the city’s ugly and injurious smoke blanket should bring 
to bear all their influence to the end that the Drabelle bill 
shall not fail of enactment in the House. 

It has been proved that smoke consumption, in the major- 
ity of cases, is merely a matter of using proper appliances and 
inethods. The civilized world will expect St. Louis to show a 
clear atmosphere in 1903. It will be of incalculable benefit to 
the city if this is done. No effort should be spared to bring 


it about.

Weather Bureau Records Dis- 
prove Old Theory.

TIME-HONORED SUPERSTITION IS

Deta On the Climate at the National 
Capital During the Last Decade 
Disastrous to the Qid 
Idea. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Perhaps {t may 
be due to professional jealousy, but it 1s 
a fact nevertheless that the records of the 
weather bureau for the City of Washing- 
ton show the ground hog to be utterly un- 
reliable and a rank humbug, so far as pre- 
dictions of future weather are concerned. 
[iverybody knows that according to com- 
mon report the ground hog, who Its an 
exceedingly stupid animal during all the 


rest of the year, makes it his habit to come 
out of his hole on the second day of Feb- 
ruary. If he strikes a nice, sunshiny day 
he {is supposed to become frightened at his 
own shadow and forthwith he scurries back 
into his own hole. Thereupon six weeks of 
stormy weather, with rain and snow, are 
expected by all believers in natural science. 
On the other hand, if on ground hog day 
the little animal is not frightened by his 
shadow, because of overhanging clouds, he 
stays out and the weather kindly accom- 
modates itself to the ground.hog and be- 
comes mild, with the result of an early 
spring. 

Goose bone, flights of ducks, and other 
things are not susceptible of being reduced 
to figures, but ground hog day is a fixed 
event, and it is.easy to ascertain just what 
the weather has been on that dav and 
for the following month. Whatever may be 
thought of the forecasts of the weather 
bureau, there are few who will question its 
accuracy regarding past events in the 
weather line. 

Records for the past ten years secured 
from the weather bureau especially for the 
Post-Dispatch completely disgraced the un- 
fortunate ground hog and show mathematt- 
cally that in the last 10 years his predictions 
have been verified in only two instances. 
According to the doctrines of chances any 
man could cut a deck of cards and strike 
a better average of weather than the 
ground hog did in the last decade of the 
nineteenth century. 


Figures for the 

Last Ten Years. 

Putting the condition of the weather on 
Feb. 2 in one column and then comparing 
it with the precipitation for the month, 


with the number of clear, partly cloudy and 
cloudy days, a deadly parallel is instituted 
which resu ts in a disastrous manner to the 
ground hog as a weather prophet. , 
Figures have been made for the last 1 
ears, and they show that the ground hog 
ane been right only in the two years of 189. 
and 1900. In the former year the records 
show that Feb. 2 was decidedly cloudy, and 
there was a precipitation of three-tenths 
of an inch. During the month of February 
there were 14 clear. days, 9 partly cloudy, 
and 5 cloudy. 

This shows that a large percentage of the 
days of the month had what would be calied 
fair weather, and this was correct under 
the ground hog’ theory, because Feb. 2 was 
slowly and rainy, and clear weather was 
therefore predicted. 

In the year of 189% the ground hog theory 
was still more completely verified by the 
fact that the total precipitation for the 
month was only one and one-tenths inches. 
The average precipitation for the 10 years 
was 4.30, and for the last 30 vears the aver- 
age was 3.37. 

Thus it will be seen that in 1895 the 
gcroundhog predicted according to program 
Last year Feb. 2 was only partly cloudy. 
there was no precipitation and a shadow 
was visible almost any time during the day. 
This meant, according to the groundhog 
theory, a raw, wet spring. The figures 
show that during last February there were 
only 10 clear days, while seven were part- 
ly cloudy and 11 were cloudy. The. pre- 
cipitation for the entire month reached the 
large figure of 5.26, which fs much above 
the average, and which the groundhog must 
have learned about with complacent satis- 
faction. 

With ‘these two exceptions the officia! 
records for the last 10 years of the old 
century put the poor old groundhog to 
shame and if he is wise he will quit com- 
ing out of his hole on Feb. 2 in order to 
preserve the shred of a reputation stil! 
remaining to him. 

For caatanee. take the last month of the 
Cleveland administration. Feb. 2 was dark 
and cloudy and over two inches of rain 
fell, so that it must have been impossible 
for the grourdhog to have seen his shad- 
ow, unless he came out after the electric 
lamps were lighted. Therefore, he re 
dicted fair weather, but if he rema ned 
out. as he is supposed to do, he must 
have been ashamed of his own predictions, 
for during the month there were only nine 
clear days, two were perky cloudy and 17 
were unquestionably cloudy.

NEW YORE POLICE LOOKING FOR 
“MORPHINE MIKE.”’ 


HE SOLD IT BY THE DOSE 


Patients Were Given Hypodermic In- 
jections at 10 Cents Each, or Two 
for 15 Cents. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—'‘Morphine Mike,”’ 
who is Michael McGuire of Grand street, is 
wanted by the police. According to them, 
“Morphine Mike” is an animated ‘‘dope”’ 
shop. He is a small man, with rounded 
Shoulders suggestive of a hunchback. 

A ehort time ago McGuire appeared in 


the Tenderloin as a peddler of shoestrings 
and collar buttons. Strangely enough he 
was seen only at night. In his pack nicely 
hid were carefully packed vials and boxes 
of opium, morphine and cocaine and a fine 
assortment of hypodermic syringes. 

McGuire had not been in the district more 
than a week before he was doing a flourish- 
ing business. He has two sets of custom- 
ers. One set, the wealthier of the two, he 
Saw at their homes, where he sold his 
drugs at a slight increase over the regular 
price. In this way men and women—and 
there were many women among his cus- 
tomers—obtained morphine or opium with- 
out exposure. The second and poorer 
class were met in the dark alleys. They 
had not cash enough to buy a vial of mor- 
vhine, so ‘‘Morphine Mike” sold it at so 
much a dose. 

In meeting these 
would walk slowly through 
darker cross streets until he saw some 
nerve-racked ‘patient’ in the shadow of 
the alley. At a signal he would approach 
and hastily producing the needle woyld 
give a hypodermic injection in the arm or 
shoulder. 

The price of the injection varied with the 
amount of morphine used. Usually 10 cents 
was the amount paid. McGuire demanded 
cash in advance and no amount of coaxing 
would make him bring out the needle un- 
til the sum had been pocketed. In admin- 
istering cocaine McGuire used the custom- 
ary spray, for which he had a fixed price.

Guire made enough money in two years to 
purchase several lots in the Bronx and to 
maintain @ comfortable home. Though he 
always dressed shabbily when on his beat, 
he wore good clothes when not around the 
Tenderloin or Grand street opium districts.

L'Hommedieu holds Robert Pinkerton re-

Jockey Club, and he thinks that William A. 
Pinkerton instigated his expulsion 
Washington Park last summer. That was 
the grievance that was rankling in his bo- 
som when he entered La Mothe’s restau- 
rant Monday morning and found the Pink- 
erton brothers at breakfast. 
The French-Canadian, who has been 
threatening at a safe distance to get even 
with Bob Pinkerton, approached the table 
and opened a torrent of abuse, meanwhile 
fondling the pistol he had in his right-hand 
pocket of his sackcoat. The Pinkertons were 
on the alert, but unarmed. 
“You had me ruled off down east, didn't 
— L’Hommedieu said, preparing to 
raw. 
Bob Pinkerton did not leave his chair, but 
faced the threatening plunger. 
‘Yes, I did.’ he said, ‘and I'll tell you 
why.

The troubles on ks ners up north 
are well known. ey culminated in Chi- 
cago, where he made his appearance soon 
after he was warned away from eastern 
tracks. For several weeks he attracted 
littie attention, but finally stories of his 
operations at Harlem began to circulate. 
At the meeting on that track which pre- 
ceded the opening of Washington Park, the 

lunger made one ‘‘killing,’’ and thereafter 
fis operations attracted moré or less atten- 
tion during his stay. 

About the middle of the Washington park 
meeting L’Hommedieu and Barney 
Schreiber were denied the privilege of the 
track. The ruling of the stewards of the 
big South Side club created more than a 
nine-days sensation. The action came 
about through a race of one of Schreiber's 
horse, Fly by Night. The horse, a high- 
class animal, had run several indifferent 
races, and then, against a-good field, won 
rather handily.

Sergeant Darrell Who Killed 
a Comrade ix Cuba, 


FOLLOWED BY A DETECTIVE 


TAKEN AT BEIRA, PORTUGUESE 
EAST AFRICA. 


Sailed From Naples for New York 
Thursday in Charge of the Officer 
Who Effected His Capture. 


NAPLES, Feb. 23.—All the newspapers of 
this city to-day publish an item ‘to the ef- 
fect that ‘‘William Loids MDarrell,"”’ de- 
scribed as a former soldier belonging to 
the “Pennsylvania Infantry’’ and who is 
said to have killed his captain, robbed him 
of $100 and fled to the Transvaal, left here 
Thursday on board the North German 
Lloyd steamer Hohenzollern for New York, 
in charge of a man who is described as 
“Lieut. W. O. Dupuy.” Dupuy ts said to 
have followed the prisoner disguised as a 
workman and to have caused his arrest at 
Durban, Natal. It is further asserted that 
on their arrival at Naples Dupuy received 
a gift, or a reward, of $2000 from the United 
States authorities. 

ROME, Feb. 23.—The Tribuna, of this city, 
in its account of the embarkation of the 
American prisoner on board the Hohen- 
zollern at Naples, says the man who had 
him in charge is an American detective, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Inquiries made 
at Washington, Philadelphia and Harris- 
burg show that the man referred to in the 
dispatch from Naples is possibly Loys Dar- 
rell, first sergeant, Troop G, Seventh Cav- 
alry, charged with the murder of Henry L. 
Crouch, a private of the same troop, in 
Cuba, last fall or summer. He flied to 
South Africa, was found at Beira, Portu- 
guese East Africa, and was surrendered by 
the authorities there last October to rep- 
resentatives of the Cuban government. No 
reward is known to have been offered for 
his capture, but there might have been a 
reward offered without the knowledge of 
the Washington officials. 


HAVANA, Feb. 23.—The man described 
as a former United States soldier and who, 
it was announced in a dispatch from Na @:s, 
sailed from that port ‘Thursday on the 
North German @@loyd Steamer Hohenzol- 
lern, in custody,” {@ Beret. Toys” Darrell of 
Troop G., Seventh U..8. Cavalry. He is 
en route for Cuba. A waftant for his ar- 
rest was issued by Governor-General Wood, 
he being charged with the murder of Pri- 
vate Henry L. Crouch of the same troops. 
The crime was committed in Pinar del Dio 
last June. The prisoner will be tried in the 
civil courts. 


TRIED TO KIDNAP A BOY 


Charles Court, a District Messenger, 
Says He Had an Exciting Experi- 
ence With Five Men. 


Five men attempted to kidnap 13-year-old 
Charley Court, a Western Union messenger 
boy, while he was delivering a telegram at 
6049 Fairmount avenue, at 6 o'clock Friday 
night. 

The boy escaped by running into the house 
and calling for protection. A private watch- 
man was summoned and Charley was es- 


corted in safety to the Cabanne Arcade, 
where he is employed. 

Charley lives with his mother at 4247A 
North Market street. The attempt to kid- 
nap him was made as he was ieaving the 
house of Max Ruler, member of the State 
House of Re presentatives, who had sent a 
telegram to Mrs. Ruler. 

“I noticed what a handsome, manly little 
fellow he was when he gave me the tele- 
gram,”’ said Mrs. Ruler to the Post-Dis- 
patch. ‘‘He had no more than reached the 
street when I heard a scream. I1 heard 
footsteps running rapidly around the house. 
I found the boy at the door. He said that 
five men had attempted to kidnap him. 

“TI questioned him and saw that he was 
in earnest and that he was badly fright- 
ened. He said that two of the men were in 
a buggy. I looked out in front d saw the 
buggy drive away. I also saw thpeo other 
men, but it was dark and I « give no 
description of them. I called the private 


waichman to take care of the boy 

‘‘As I was leaving the house,” said the 
boy, “I noticed a buggy standing in front. 
A ‘voice that I thought I recognized called 
me to the buggy. 1 asked who it was. An- 
other man standing at the horses’ head 
ran toward me. A voice from the buggy 
said ‘that’s him.

THE COLONEL’S OWN STORY 


THE ANIMAL WAS ON A LEDGE OF 
ROCKS BELOW. 


“J Shot Him,” Says Roosevelt, ““While 
He Looked in My Face, but Did Not 
Dare to Jump at Me for Fear 
of Falling Over Clif?.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

DENVER, Coio., Feb. 23.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, vice-prcsident-elect of the United 
States, wants it to be known that he de- 
nies the many hairbreadth escapes at- 
tributed to him during his recent lion hunt- 
ing trip in the Keystone Ranch. He told 
a friend at Colorado Springs that. he depre- 
cates the stories and had made strenuous 
efforts to keep Mr. Goff, the guide, silent 
until he could write an account of his ad- 
ventures in his own way. 

“But,” said the colonel to his friend, ‘in 
my book I will hesitate to tell of the ad- 
venture on the night of Sunday, Jan. 27, 
when, suspended over the edge of a cliff, 
my feet being held by Mr. Goff, I shot and 
killed a lion that had taken refuge on a 
ledge below.”’ 

Col. Roosevelt regards this as the most 
exciting incident of the trip, though in all 
he and the guide killed 17 lions, 23 lynx and 
nearly 30 coyotes. 

From a friend of the colonel, to whom he 
recounted the cliff episode, the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent obtained these details 
of the adventure as told by Mr. Roose- 
velt. 

On the Trail 
of Two Beasts. 

*“‘We were homeward bound for the ranch 
after a hard and wearisome day, even the 
dogs being nearly exhausted. One of the 
dogs started off with a sharp yelp, and in 
a second or two all of the others were after 
him. This told us that the trail was a 
fresh one, and in a couple of minutes they 
stirred up into view two magnificent beasts, 
a lion and a lioness. Along the top of 
the bluff the pace went for a time, present- 
ing in the fading light of the dying day a 
splendid sight to us in the saddle. 

“The approaching darkness allowed the 
lioness to escape. She took to a tree and 
the dogs never gave us a sign. We must 
have ridden directly under her. 

‘The lion was as shrewd as he was hand- 
some, With the agility of a monkey he 
went to the side of one of the walls of 
rock. It was almost as flat as the side of 
aihouse, The dogs were powerless. They 
could not follow him, and we could not get 
a shot at him, as he was protected by the 
ledge on which he finally came to stop, 
about 80 feet from the bottom. Daylight 
had now gone and in the faint moonlight 
only a few inches of his body could oc- 
casionally be seen. 

“It looked as if he had got away from 
us when it occurred to me that we might 
get a shot at him from the top of the bluff. 
I mentioned this to Goff. 

‘Leaving the dogs at the bottom to cut 
off escape in that direction we went around 
and got to the top of the bluff. 

“Here for a minute or two it looked hope- 
less from the nature of the ground. There 


was an overhanging hump of bulging rock |. 


just above the ledge on which the lion had 
taken refuge. It was this hump which had 
prevented him from climbing to the crest 
of the bluff and making his escape. The 
top sloped down to this hump. We knew 
the lion was just under us, but we could 
not see him because of the hump of rock. 

“The only thing to be done was to hang 
over the edge of the cliff and get out far 
enough so that the bulging rock would not 
interfere with the shot. 


Held by the Feet 
Over a High Cliff. 


“IT told Goff to catch me by the feet and 
hold on tight while I swung out over the 
edge of the cliff and got a shot at the 
lion. 

“There was a small tree near the edge, 
and Goff sat on the ground, his legs 
spreading out on either side of the tree 
and the upper half of his body braced 
against the trunk, 

“He took hold of my ankles, and I grad- 
ually worked out over the edge of the cliff. 
It was not until all my body, from the hips 
up, was projecting over the edge of the|

The cardinal’s declaration says the Brit- 
ish Parliament, alone of all the Parlia- 
ments of the world, declares two sacred 
Catholic doctrines are ‘‘superstitious 
idolatrous."’

LONDON, Feb. 23.—The new Parliament 
has quickly fallen under the domination of 
the United Irish party, While the British 
members have been collecting their wits, 
the Irishmen have calmly taken the whole 
conduct of parliamentary affairs in their 


own hands. 

Seventy-five of them, under John Red- 
mond, are in line losing no opportunity of 
making their sentiments heard on any and 
every question. 

The Knghsh members sit and look on in 
bewilderment, and are already learning to 
be giad if any one of their 6v0 contrives to 
keep the Anglo-Saxon end up occasionai:y. 

The debate on the address is to iast nine 
days. Four of the days have been absolute- 
ly appropriated to Irish amendments, leav- 
ing five to affairs of the rest of the empire, 
and of these quite a third has been taxen 
up by irish speeches. 

There is no suggestion of obstruction; it 
is simply active interest in imperial affairs. 

The ministers recognize that the Irish par- 
ty is once again a force to be reckoned with, 
and the Irishmen, finding parliamentary 
work so easy and interesting, are arranging 
to take over its management of affairs gen- 
eraily. They have organized themseives 
into committees, not only Irish, but on for- 
eign and British affairs. They provide two- 
thirds of the questions on all topics put to 
the ministers every day.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—The personal trans- 
formation which King Edward has under- 
gone is astounding to everybody. Society is 
asking itself, can it possibly last? 

Edward's friends are still waiting, hoping 
against hope, to be summoned to the royal 
presence; but there is no sign so far that 
King Edward is aware even of the exist- 
ence of the boon companions and baccarat 
cronies of the Prince. of Wales. 

Lord Marcus Beresford is the only one of 
his old pals whom he has summoned at all. 
As Prince of Wales Edward was familiar 
with Marcus, who comes of a family that 
stands no nonsense, even from royalty. it 
used to be, ‘‘Well. Marky, my boy."’ This 
time Marcus was ushered in with the ut- 
most state, while the King assumed the 
ioftiest possible manner and addressed him 
formally by his full title and communicated 
his royal wishes like a stage king. 

In the same fashion he freezes off every- 
one and extorts to the last drop the homage 
due to his position by court etiquette. 

Court officials find him an inexorable 
taskmaster. The Household Cavalry offi- 
cers are bored to death by having constant- 
ly to provide escorts for his goings about. 

Even the ministers are getting ‘sore”’ 
over his interference in matters which the 
Queen never touched. He has heen having 
long reports direct from Gen. Kitchener, 
whom he plied with questions about the 
state of the army and the conduct of the 
war. It is suspected that this has been in- 
spired by his nephew. the Kaiser. 

As to the King’s health the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent traced the origin of 
the recent alarming report before the 
Queen's death to his throat giving him 
trouble. A consultation of surgeons was 
held and they pronounced him to be suffer- 


ing from “smoker's throat” in an aggra- 
vated form, and, in view of the family 
tendency to cancer, they ordered him to 


give up smoking. The King positively re- 
fused at first, but finally as a compromise 
undertook to smoke only three cigars daily 
and drop cigarettes altogether. Formerly 
his quota was eight or ten cigars and twen- 
ty or thirty cigarettes. 

It is understood that the doctors formally 
warned him that thev did not regard this 
as compliance with their advice and that 
the present throat affection may possibly 
be converged into a malignant disease if he 
persists-in smoking.

Picked Up on Shore, 


ANGRY WAVES DO NOT GIVE UP 
THEIR BURDEN OF DEAD. 


PAPERS OF PURSER ROONEY 


The Dead Captain Cannot Testify and 
Inspectors Will Hear Second Of- 
ficer Coghlan’s Story on 
Monday. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 23.~The search 
for the dead bodies of the many victims of 
the terrible disaster to the ill-fated steam- 
er Rio de Janeiro continues. The angry 
waves do not give up their sodden burden 
easily and the search along the beach its 
all but fruitless. Better fortune has come 
in the matter of records and papers of the 
vessel and important facts, including the 
passenger list, have been discovered. 

Surveyor of the Port Speer has estab- 
lished a patrol along the ocean near Ba- 
ker’s beach and along the bay shore inside 


fort point. Thus far his men have picked 
up four mail bags, one of these washing in 
near Baker's and the others near the bort 
Point Life Saving Station. The surveyor 
has given orders that all fishing boats must 
repost at the customs office. All bodies 
brought in by them and ali wreckage and 
flotsam picked up by fishermen must be 
accounted for to the officials at the barge 
office. 

Graham Coghlan, the senior surviving 
officer of the ill-fated vessel, called on 
Capt. Boles this afternoon to report and 
he wag instructed to make his statement 
Monday morning. The inspectors are ina 
peculiar position in the matter. Capt. Ward, 
the man held responsible for the navigation 
of the steamer, is dead and the investiga- 
tion of Pilot Jordan will be under the direc- 
tion of the state pilot commissioners 

The government inspectors can only in- 
quire into the navigation of the Ship as 
far as the second ojificer knows, and will 
investigate the management of the boat 
and similar matters. Pilot Jordan will be 
summoned as a witness, 

The pilot commissioners, who are Capt. 
Leland and Messrs. Alexander and Prait, 
will hold a regular meeting next Monday, 
but in courtesy to government officials, 
the state inquiry is always held after that 
ef the inspectors. The licenses of Capt 
Ward, First Officer Johnson and Second 
Officer Coghlan were found floating in the 
bay near Alcatrez Island by Capt. Lund- 
guist, of the steamer Acme and turned 
over to Capt. Boley 

So far as can be ascertained from re- 
liable data, 128 iives were lost in the wreck 
of the City of Rio de Janeiro. Some fish- 
ermen early this morning found a packet 
containing the papers of Purser Rooney. 
Among them. was the passenger list and a 
bunch of cancelled passenger tickets, and 
as there were names on the list whose can- 
celed passenger tickets did not appear 
——s those recovered, it is assumed that 
they laid over either at Yokohama, Kobe 
or Honolulu. That they were not on the 
vessel at the time she went down is certain.

NEW YORK, Feb. 23.—The announcement 
was made today that the North American 
Trust Co. of New Jersey had taken over 
control of the Corporation Trust Co. of 
New Jersey and the Corporation Trust Co. 
of New York; the Corporation Organization 
and Trust Co. of Chicago; the New Jersey 
Registration Co. of Boston and the Corpo- 
ration Trust Co. of Maine, together with 
numerous minor companies. 

Although no announcement has been 
made for the connection between the North 
American Trust Co. of. New Jersey and the 
North American Trust Co. of New York, 
it is said that the relations of the two 
companies are very close. It is not the 
purpose of the North American Trust Co. 
of New York to change the organization 
of business methods of the various com- 


panies which it has acquired. 
The Evening Post says of the combina- 


tion: 

“The combination is of unusual impor- 
tance in view of other consolidations pend- 
ing. and suggests the ultimate centfraiiza- 
tion in this city of trust company business 
on a scaie never before attempted in the 
United States. One result of the alliance 
will be to make instantiv available the co- 
operation facilities of different states, so 
that what is done in the way of putting 
through a deal at one center may be imine- 
diately reinforced by similar arrangements 
at another. In this way the financing of 
great enterprises is expected to be expeé- 
dited and unusual facilities afforded. 

‘Taken in connection with the plan to 
sell out the Trust Company of New York

TO USE MISSOURI PRODUCTS 


State Building at World’s Fair Will 
Exemplify the Wonderful Re- 
sources of Commonwealth. 


Missourl's building for the World's Fair 
will be a striking example of the resources 
of the state in building materials.

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BRAINS OF FATHER AND SON ExamineD “ay OR, 


-D BY DR. E. A SPITZKA.) 


Dr. Edward Seguin and Dr. Edward C. Seguin Willed Their Brains to Science, and After Ten 
Months’ Incessant Study the Result Is Here Told Authoritatively for the First Time. 


HE most remarkable comparative 
a study of human brains ever made has 
just been completed by Dr. FEF. A. 
Splizka, the son of Dr. E. C. Spitzka, the 
well-known oaeurologist of this city. 

The brains were those of Dr. Edouard Se- 
guln and Dr. Edward C. Seguin, father and 
son, both distinguished physicians, celebre- 
ted for work along similar lines of research. 

The elder Sequin was an alienist who dis- 
covered the system of educating idiots by 
teaching them the use of the senses. 

Both the Seguins were born in France. In 
1k Dr. Seguin, Sr., left Paris for political 
reasons. Hie brought with him to America 
his gon, Edward C. Seguin, then 7 years old. 

The younger Seguin graduated from the 
New York College of Physicians and Sur- 
gcons, studied in Paris and served as a 
surgeon in the Federal army. He was an 
interne in the New York Hospital and ai- 
terward established the clinic there for the 
study of neurology. 

Hoth Seguins were great scholars and 
tireless workers. Mrs. Seguin, wife of Dr. 
Sexvin, Jr., now conducts an institute for 
defeetive children in Orange, N. J. 

Dr. Seguin, Sr., was a. member of the 
Miitual Autopsy Society of France, an or- 
gahization made up of eminent men who 


pledged themselves to leave their brains 
for divsection after death. He died in 1580, 
(S$ years old, and willed his brain to his 
friend, Dr. &. C. Spitzka. Twenty-four 
hours after death Dr. Spitzka removed the 
brain, weigned it and submerged it in alco- 
hol. For 2 years it remained untouched, 
Dr. Seguin the vounger died on Feb. 21, 1898, 
at 55 years of age. Thirty hours after his 
death Dr. §Spitzka’ removed tie brain, 
weighed it and preserved it in formaline. 

In April last both brains were turned over 
to Dr. E. A. Spitzka for analysis. 

A few days ago Dr. Spitzka completed his 
10 months’ task. He has noted his observa- 
tions'in notes which make a atack a foot 
high. 

tn a statement to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch Dr. Spitzka has partly sketched the 
work heretofore done in the study of the 
brain. 


A society fn this country on the model of 
the Mutual Autopsy Society in France has 
been formed. I]t is called the Cornell Autop- 
8y Society, and was organized by Prot. 
Willey of Cornell. Dr. E. C. Spitzka pro- 
poses to leave his, brain to science and Pr. 
i. A. Spitzka declares that his brain shall 
also come under the microscope and sca!- 
pel,

‘PYITHERTO the opportunities for a 
H careful study of the brains of men 

- who have shown themselves above 
or@inary intellectuality and culture have 
been very limited, It is an easy matter to 
obtain the brain of a criminal, a pauper, an 
idfot or a prostitute, but very unusual to 
seeure the brains of men who could in that 
way render dlmost as much service to hu- 
manity, dead, as living. I hope to see the 
day when it will be an honor thus to have 
had one’s brain examined, and when dis- 
tinguished people will remark, as did one 
man, that ‘nosterity is as welcome after 
his death to his brain as to his old hat.” 

It is only by such studies as these that we 
ean hope to approach the solution of what 
is, in my opinion, the greetest questien 
confronting scientists—namely, the relation 
between-the mind and the body. This prob- 
lem has not been solved, We of the present 
generation work at it, as have some men 
in the past, and I have no doubt that for 
years to come science will be attempting 
to force a passage through the same stone 
wall. 

No, I can’t tell what the mind is or what, 
if any, effect it has in shaping the brain. 
There we get out of the physical into the 
metaphysical. That is the point of the 
whole matter. Every study of the character- 
istics of the brain helps to bring us toward 
an answer to questions of this sort. The 
brain, I think, is without doubt the organ 
of the mind. The mind is to some extent 
the product of the brain. The brain, on the 
other hand, appears. to develop by the ex- 
ercise of the mind working through it just 
as the muscle of the arm develops by use. 
The mind and the brain dovetail into each 
other. How, we do not know as yet. 


Another question which naturally arises 
is that of heredity, or how much of a 
man’s brain, perhaps of his’ mind, may 
he bequeath to his son. The fact of 
heredity is very generally admitted and 
has been studied largely, of course, in 
its manifestations as to physica! charac- 
teristics other than those of the brain, for 
the reason that we have never before had 
the brains of a parent and child for pur- 
poses of minute comparison. 


I have studied the Seguin brains careful- 
ly from an anatomical, psychological-phy- 
siological standpoint. I have not only noted 
what was to be seen and measured, but I 
have endeavored to draw a few conclu- 
sions. 


This was what I found, leaving out tech- 
nical expressions and such anatomical dis- 
tinctions as may be appreciated only by 
experts in the morphometry of the brain.

younger 53 ounces. The average brain 
weight for males approximates 49 ounces. 
Just what the relation of brain weight is 
to mentality we do not know, but it is 
perhaps not as important as sévera! other 
points. The fact that the elder Seguin 
was 68 years old when he died and had 
suffered from a wasting disease possibly 
reduced the weight of his brain somewhat. 
The younger Seguin had a grander brain 
than that of his father, and as regards 
weight he stands well up among great men 
whose brain weig’its are known to us. Here 
are a few of those we have, expressed in 
grams:

All brains hae a ‘‘physiognomy" of their 
own, if I may thus use the term. This phy- 
siognomy consists in something as subtie 
and indescribable as the physiognomy of 
the face. It exists by individuals and by 
races, and no two brains are ever exactly 
alike. The rule seems to be that the higher 
we go in order the greater the tendency is 
to slight variations from the type. The 
simple mind is content to go along in the 
ordinary channel; it does not struggle; and 
the brain seems to indicate this by symmet- 
ry and lack of tortuosity in the fissures. 
The bold and original mind struggles to 
express itself and seems in some way to 
furrow up and distort the symmetry of the 
brain. 

This individuality was marked in both the 
Seguin brains. They were very similar, and 
yet each had its own peculiarities, just as 
each man in life had his. own characteris- 
tics, and yet they showed the marked re- 
semblance of fatHer and son. If I had had 
a hundred prains at once to ciassify and 
reclassify accarding to convolutions, shape, 
etc., the two eventually would have come 
into a class by themselves. I1 could not 
have said from a study of them, without 


any previous knowledge tn the premises, 


whether they were the brains of ordinary 
mechanics, for example, or the brains of 
I should have inferred it, I 
think.

The study of these brains was not carried 
on microscopically. The morphological! ap- 
pearance of brains, or their difference in 
form. is the most profitable field of obser- 
vation. | found both brains to differ from 
the normal in having the left Island of 
Rell, the great middle association cenier, 
greatly developed. This portion of the 
brain. so called from its discoverer, a 
French physician, is so inclosed as not to 
be a visible surface in the ordinary human 
brain, In some of the lower animals it is 
exposed; in Australian natives and lower 
aborigines it is visible for the reason that 
the centers of speech and hearing sur- 
rounding it are contracted and undevel- 
oped. 

But in the case of the Seguins ‘the audi- 
tory and verbal centers were well devel- 
oped and the middle association center, or 
Island of Rell, was so greatly enlarged 
that it had pushed through and made it- 
self visible. 

The inference here js perfectly sustained 
by the Biographical facts of the lives of 
each. Both were polylinguists, writing and 
speaking three languages with perfect fa- 
cilitvy. Both were facile artists, drawing 
readily and accurately illustrations on the 
blackboard in giving lectures. Both were 
great teachers and these are things which 
might have been argued by the enlarge- 
ment of the middle association center. The 
left side of the son's brain was consider- 
ably larger than the right side. He was a 
master teacher. 

The son perhaps owes his superior devel- 
opment to the fact that the father con- 
centrated his great intelligence in teach- 
ing for years prior to the son’s birth. Six 
years before the son's birth the father had 
begun the study and instruction of idiots, 
probably the hardest brain employme nt 
known. The encestors of the father were 
physicians, chemists, architects or engl- 
neers. The son graduated at the New York 
College of Physicians and Surgeons at 21. 
He was the American pioneer in the study 
of neurology, and wrote three or four hun- 
dred works on the subject. 

In both the occipital lobes were below 
normal proportions. The occipital lobe— 
also called the cuneus—is generally regard- 
ed as the visual center.

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father and son were anatomical and not 
easily deseribed. How many of these were

Dr. Gauss, the mathematician, had a fairly 
heavy brain, and so finely convoluted as 
to be astonishing. And yet these coenyo- 
lutions were not abnormally marked, as 
in the case sometimes of defectives. 

So far as is known certainly there is 
nothing in the shape or structure of :the 
brain to mark the eriminal. There are 
born criminals and criminals of environ- 
ment, and some ‘born criminals’ have been 
found mentally defective. It was claimed 
by Moritz Benedict and others that all 
criminals show some peculiarity of the 
brain, but I think that this theory is now 
very generally discredited. It is absurd. 
Yes. it would appear from this that moral 
qualities do not express themselves in the 
brain, but no one can speak positively. 

Again, a man may be a lunatic and the 
mental disorder, so far as can be discerned, 
will not be apparent in the brain. The brain 
will seem normal. There is a great and 
transcendently important fleld of research 
in this branch of neurology. Persons of 
more than ordinary brain power honor 
themselves and benefit humanity when 
they bequeath their brains for study. 


THE WONDERS OF THE HUMAN BRAIN 


Marvelous Instances of Men Who Have Lived for Years With Bullets or 
Knife Blades in Their Brains—One Who Had a Crowbar 
Driven Lengthwise Through His Head. 


HE mysteries of the human brain have 
bi proved the most puzzling in the whole 
domain of medicine. One of the most 
vulnerable points of the body, it can yet 
endure what at first sight would seem fa- 
tal injuries and remains apparently as 
sound as ever. 

What kills some men in a moment other 
men survive uninjured. 

The brain ‘s the seat of thought, and 
thought has been to some extent localized 
in it, yet large portions of it may be re- 
moved without apparent effect. 

One size of the brain and its convolu- 
tions are taken as indicating mentality, yet 
some geniuses have had very small brains, 
while idiots and insane persons may have 
large ones. 

Consider the remarkable 
to the brain: 

George Rhymer, 348 Radney street, Brook- 
Ivn, was admitted to Bellevue Insane Pa- 
vilion on Sept. 11. His family said he had 
been acting ‘‘queerly."" In a month he died. 
Dr. Leon Le Wald performed an autopsy. 

Imbedded in the brain were found two pie- 


cases of accident 


tol bullets. According to the testimony of 
some of Rhymer's friends, the bullets had 
been in his brain sinee last spring. 

Men have lived through worse things 
than Rhymer. There are walking about in 
good health today men who have bullets, 
knife-blades, nails and other dangerous 
things in their brains; there are others who 
have had portions of their brain substance 
removed by surgery and accident. 

The presence of a foreign body in a man's 
brain, or the fact that some of his brain 
is missing, seems to have little to do with 
his life or death. 

Physicians have reported accounts of men 
who have lived for days, months and even 
years, with injuries to their brains which, 
one would think, could not but result in im- 
mediate death. 

Dr. W. F. Baldwin of Winchester, Va 
reports a boy, 16 years old, who was ac- 
cidentally shot. The ball entered the fore- 
head, passed through both hemispheres of 
the brain and came out at the baek of the 
skull. In 10 days the youth was well 
enough to 6° to his home, a distance of

The famous surgeon, Dr. ‘Thomas Annan- 
dale, reports the case of a boy 14 years old, 
who ran against a knitting needle held by 
a companion. The needle entered the eye 
and punctured the brain for. many inches, 
The sight of the eve 78s lost. The bay at 
first displayed a tendency to go around in 
a circle. He recovered, however, oniy re- 
maining a week under treatmen* 

A negro referred to in the medical re- 
ports as “Joe A-—,”’ living at “olumbia, 
S. C., received in a fight the biade of a 
pocket knife in his brain. He did not know 
that the knife had entered his brain until! 
he was operated upon by vr. E. B. Tur: 
nispeed. The blade puncturea the brain for 
one and one-fourth inches. The negro re 
covered. The knife was in his bratn for 
three years, He suffered from convulsions, 
owing to its presence. 

A man named Farre was shot in the 
forehead at Waterloo. The bullet entere.l 
far into the brain. He recovered in a few 
days and remarked that he was willing to 
be shot again if the Emperor desired it. 
He belonged to Napoleon's Imperial Guard 

Sir Benjamin Brodie found that out of 
10 cases where bullets have entered the 
brain eix have recovered. It was proved 
by another physician, who analyzed 515 
cases of bullet wounds in the brain, that 
it was better to let these bullets stay where 
they were than to remove them. Of these 
816 cases 140 recovered. 

M. Flourens, experimeniing with cats and 
degs, found that he could place bullets on 
the top of their brains and allow the lead to 
sink into the brain substance by gravita- 
tion. The bullets passed, in most instances, 
entirely through the brains from top to bot- 
tom. In nearly every ease the wounds 
healed without causing change in the phy- 
sieal or temperamental state of the v 
tim. 

Dr. T. H. Andrews, formorly resident phy- 
sicilan at the Pennsylvania Hesnital, re- 
ports a woman accidentally shot. The bul- 
let weighed 4i8%¢ grains and was 5-16 inches 
in diameter. It entered the left temple. The 
woman did net knew she was shot uatil 
face. 
She was conseious at the time of the shoot- 
ing and for hours afterward. The accident 
eceurred on June‘l3, 1868. Gn July 11, 28 days 
after, she sat up, ayd in 62 days was. pro- 
nounced well. The bullet was never ex- 
tracted. 

At the battle of Cold Harbor, Va., June 
3, 1864, a colored man was wounded in the 
head, the bullet burying itself in the brain. 
In three months he was well. The case is 
reported by I’r. A. J. Buchanan of Phila- 
delphia. 

Charles Payne, a Mexican soldier, aged 
20 years, entered the Pennsylvania Hos- 
pital on Aug. 11, 1868. It was found that a 
bullet had entered his brain. He recovered 
in 72 days, after treatment by Dr. J. Pan- 
coast. There was little to do but shave the 
head, apply ice-packs and keep the external 
wound clean, 

Le Drau's “Observations in Surgery” re- 
port the case of a man who lived after hav- 
ing five shots and three slugs in his brain. 
The man's name was Bailleron. Tise bulleis 
were removed after remaining in the brain 
for 35 days. He completely recovered. 

A private of the Fourth Pennsylvania 
Cavairy, John Stallman, 21 years old, was 
wounded at Winchester, Va., July 24, 1864. 
A muesket-ball passed entirely through the 
brain and emerged on the opposite side 
of the skull. Staliman recovered, ‘‘iiough 
it was said his mental powers were im- 
paired. 

Charles W. Burd, aged 26, a member of 
the Fourth Marine Volunteers, ent: red 
Hygeia Hospital on Feb. 20, 1962, with a bul- 
let in his brain. He had been wounded at 
Bull Run July 21, 1861, and had lived eight 
months without serious ineonvenience. The 
bullet was removed at the haspital. He re- 
covered and returned to his duties in March, 
1868. 

Charles W——, aged 22 years, of the Four- 
teenth Virginia Infantry, entered the hospi- 
tal at Frederick, Md., on Sept. shih 1864. He 
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had been wounded on Sept. 3. A conetdad 
musket ball had entered deeply into his 
brain. He died on Nov. 2, 1864—not from the 
wound, but from drink. 

One of the mest remarkable cases of brain 
injuries is that reported by Dr. W. Morti- 
mer Hrown of New Jersey. A patient came 
to Dr. Brown just after a severe cut which 
he had received from an ax. A part of the 
parietal bone had been cut away from the 
skull. Cut off from this bene was one inck 
of brain substance. When the patient came 
to lr. Brown the bone and its portion of 
brain were hanging down from the head 
by a piece of flesh. They were put back in 
position and the head bandaged. Dr. Brown 
reports a complete recovery, with no bed 
after effects. 

On June 4, 1859, Dr. George BR. Wilson of 
Port Huron, Mich., was called to see a maa 
who had his head cut by a circu’ar saw, 
The saw had buried itself in the brain, 
making a cut two inches deep and sever 
inches long. A «uantity of sawdust was 
carried into the tissue by the saw, which 
was 15 Inches in diameter and rapidly re- 
volving. 

Dr. Robert Hughes, F. R. C. 8., London, 
reports in the Lancet a man ‘referred to as 
“Thorias G——,"" a convict, who lived for 
l4 mo. ths with a piece of iron weighing one 
and one-half ounces in his brain. All he 
complained of was a slight fecling of weight 
in his head. A gun had exploded in his 
band, sending a large plece of the breach 
into his cranium. The iron was removed, 
and the man lived many years. 

A remarkable case of brain injury to a 
boy aged 15 is reported by Dr. W. K. Kes- 
teven of Mildenhall, England. The lad fell 
from a hay wagon on the prong of a pitch- 
fork, which passed entirely through his 
brain, being bent in the fall. It was with- 
drawn by one of the farm hands. The child 
lived for # hours. 

The most notable case of brain injury 
on record, however, is that of Phin P. Gage 
of Cavendish, Vt. Gage was a foreman on 
the Rutland & Burlington Railroad. He had 
just placed in some rock which he was 
blasting a charge of powder, when the ex- 
plosive went off. Gage had dropped a tam- 
ping bar—an iron rod 3 feet 7 inches long 
and 1% inches in diameter, weighing 19% 
pounds—on the rock; it had “struck fire,” 
and ignited the powder. This bar was driv- 
en by 
Gage's head. It entered his face, just be- 
low his upper jaw, passed through the brain” 
and came out on the top of his head. The 
har carried with it a quantity of brain mat- 
ter. 

Gage was placed in a wagon and driven 
three-fourths of a mile, Dr. John M. HMar- 
low passed a probe from the top to the 
bottom of his head, and removed an ounce 
or so of brain substance. 


Gage’s coffin and grave clothes were pre- | 


pared, as it was considered impossible for 
him to recover. 

The accident occurred on Sept. 13, 1648. 
Twenty-eight days afterward Gage was 
alive, though his mind was clouded. On 
the 37th day he got out of bed and on the 
56th day he was walking about. His brain 
could be seen and felt pulsating through 
the top of his head. 

Gage took to traveling after his accli- 
dent. His case was examined at Harvard 
by Prof. Henry J. Bigelow, who pronounced 
it the most marvelous reeovery known to 
medical science. 

In i85i, three yeags after the catastrophe, 
Gage was keeping a livery stable. He sub- 
sequenily went to Chill, establishing a line 
of stage ccaches between Valparaiso and 
other towns. He endured many hardships, 
dying in California May 21, 1861, 13 years 
after the tamping bar had passed through 
his skull. 

_From this and similar cases, physicians 
have reached the conclusion that the brain 
is one of the most insensitive of organs. 
Dr. Tiffany of Baltimore removed not iqng 
ago several*ounces of brain substance from 
one of his patients without causing any dis- 
turbance in the system. 

It has been found that the forward por- 
tions of the brain may be operated upon 
with less danger than the posterior set- 
tions.

Each is given to a separate person, and the 
percent of these who do not glance at the 
slip and see there the name of the treas- 
urer is probably less than one-tenth. 

Mr. Adkins nas been the treasurer of the 
3t. Louis Transit Co. ever since the con- 
solidation of St. Louis street railways. He 
was the treasurer of the old Lindell Rail- 
way, and his name was upon the Lindell 
transfers. He lives at 1414 South Ewing 
avenue. His office is in the general office 
building at Park and Vandeventer avenues.

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MT. VERNON 


T. VERNON, the burial place of 
M George Washington, has become 
more than ever the Mecca of Ameri- 
cans. This is due to the facility with which 
one may reach the historic estate. A trol- 
ley line runs from the end of Newspaper 
Row, in Washington, to the north gate at 
Mount Vernon, and the cars are dispatched 
every hour. Formerly visitors were obliged 
to patronize a boat which ran on schedule 
time. While the river trip is picturesque, 
it consumes the better part of the day. 
The tourist may now board an electric car 
and be at the mansion in an hour. 

Through woods which still retain the 
leaves of autumn, across the Hunting 
creeks, “‘Big'’ and ‘‘Little,’’ suggestive of 
rare sport with gun and dog, the car speeds, 
By and by a white fence, with a background 
of huge trees, comes into view. It is the 
northern boundary of Mount Vernon. 

When Washington was alive the estate 
comprised about eight thousand acres, 
much of it the territory now traversed by 
the electric. line. At present there are 
about two hundred and forty acres. The 
surrounding country has not changed ma- 
treially, and the visitor with active im- 
agination loses nothing by reason of the 
curtailment of the plantation. 

When the steamers landed their passen- 
gers at Mount Vernon pier at stated hours 
the superintendent and his assistants had 
a comparatively easy time. They knew 
just how long the visitors could remain, and 
made their arrangements to watch them 
accordingly. The word ‘‘watch’’ is used ad- 
visedly. At present, with cars arriving 
every hour with their loads of sightseers, 
the task of the guardians is a serious one. 
The grounds are closed at 4 o’clock each 
day, with the exception of Sunday, when 
they are not opened to the publiilo at 
all. 

Even with the increased force of guards 
made necessary by, the advent of the rail- 
way, relic hunters succeed in doing much 
damage. One who is not a vandal cannot 
gaze upon the carved mantelpiece of Car- 
rara marble without anathematizing the 
whole race of relic hunters. This exquis- 
ite work has been mutilated in the most 
outrageous way by people who would re- 
sent the charge that they were worse than 
thieves. 

One may walk a few steps to the old 
north entrance proper, near the four giant 
trees planted by Washington himself, or 
follow 2 well-kept road around to the west 
entrance, which was used by the former oc- 
cupants of the mansion. There an

flower garden on the left. The former is 
unattractive enough these days. The lat- 
ter abounds with box figures and old fash- 
ioned flowers. On a summer day it is a 
beautiful spot. 

No matter how often one has visited the 
place it is always interesting. An inde- 
scribable interest possesses one as he wan- 
ders through halls and rooms where walked 
slept, ate and drank the great central fig- 
ure in the stirring events from which our 
nationality was evolved. Standing in 
Martha Washington’s sitting room, one 
cannot help thinking of the many long, 
anxious hours she passed there while her 
husband was making history. .It is sad- 
dening to look into the small attic chamber 
where the loyal Martha spent the_ last 
days of her life. From the little dormer 
window the first tomb of Washington can 
be seen in the distance. At this window 
the widow used to sit for hours. Only 
one piece of the original furniture remains 
—a small, plain mahogany corner toilet 
stand. 

The thought is ever present with the 
observant visitor that the Washingtons 
were not thoroughly comfortable at Mount 
Vernon. The mansion, although covering 
a large area, possesses no architectural 
beauty, and the interior is far from being 
well arranged. The rooms of the General 
and Mrs. Washington were in the south 
end; these were reached by a side hall on 
the east. To gain the sleeping rooms on 
the north, over the state parlor, one had to 
pass through the the rooms opening from 
the main hall, which must have been some- 
what embarrassing when -the house was 
full of company. The kitchen, with. its 
huge fireplace, its crane and spits, is on 
the west side, thirty feet or more from 
the main building, from which all the 
dishes for the dining rooms had to be car- 
ried through a covered colonnade. What 
would Bridget, or.Gretchen,-or Chloe say 
to such an arrangement in: these days of 
speaking tubes, electric bells and dumb 
waiters? 

There is an air of nstadiet about the 
huge old mahogany bedsteads, but the 
steps beside them are suggestive of stum- 
bles in the dark and damaged toes. It 
must have required careful calculation 
to mount into one of those mountainous 
feather beds after extinguishing the candle. 
It is noticeable that the bed in which 
Washington breathed his last is lower than 
some of the others, particularly the one in 
Nellie Custis's chamber. It is some dis- 
tance from the dressing table to the bed, 
and possibly after a few unfortunate ex- 
periences in scaling the downy . heights 
Washington had the posts cut down. 

Few changes are perceptible at Mount 
Vernon from year to year. Every sign 
of decay is obliterated by the superinten- 
dent 2s soon as it appears The natural 
beauties of the historic place, of co 
increase. The trees which Washington | 
planted rear their heads with added girth | 
and height. The four already mentioned 
as guarding the west entrance have stood 
more than a century.. Two are poplar and 
two ash, each a perfect specimen of ite 
kind.

OF DIVINITY InN Si. 3A 


XCEPTING Archbishop John J. Kain, 
there are.only three Catholic clergy- 
men in St. Louis upon whom has 
conferred the degree of Doctor of 


Divinity. Two of these are natives of St. 
Louis, and all are native Missourians. Two 
are young nien just beginning their min- 
isterial careers. 

The three priests who are entitled to use 
the doctoral letters are Rey. John H. May. 
D. D., pastor of the Church of St. Thomas 
of Aquin; Rev. John B. Pleus, D. D., as- 
sistant pastor of St. Kevin's Church, and 
Rev. Albert Gass, D. D., assistant pastor 
of St. Ann's Church. 

There are*more than 150 priests in 8t. 
Louls. This small percentage of doctors of 
divinity is not peculiar to this city, but to 
the entire Catholic denomination. Nearly 
all Protestant pastors in large cities and 
many in the country are doctors of di- 
vinity, the degree being conferred in many 
instances because of-long and faithful 
service. In the pine nee Church this de- 
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order to earn the doctor's degree, that few 
Catholic theological students care to un- 
dertake the task. In fact, until the Cath- 
olic University of Washington was estab- 
lished, there was but one Catholic school 
in the United States which conferred the 
degree, and that was St. Mary's of Ralti- 
more. Only two priests have taken the de- 
gree at St. Mary's 

Drs. May, Pleus and Gass all won their 
degrees at Rome. Dr. May is much older 
than the other two, having been in the 
ministry here for about a score of years. 
He was born in St. Louls and studied for 
his degree in the Holy City while still a 
youth. 

Dr. Pleus and Dr. Gass are both young 
men, 2% and 2% years old respectively. Dr. 
Gass was born in 8t. Louls. His parents 
are Mr. and Mrs. Leo Gags, of 18% North 
Market street. Dr. Pleus came from Tao, 
a small town in southern Missouri. The 
two students went to Rome together, after 
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member of the House of Commons 
for West Kerry, provoked a contro- 
versy Tuesday of last week by insisting 
upon his right to address the House in the 
Irish language. The speaker ruled Mr. 
O'Donnell out of order, declaring that, 


while there is no written law in prohibition 
of the-use of the Irish tongue in the 
House, its employment in addressing that 
body is without precedent and cannot be 
tolerated. 

Several. members of the National party 
championed Mr. O'Donnell’s contention that 
he has a right to address the House of 
Commons in his native tongue, and it was 
only after many vigorous protests that the 
Irishmen finally desisted. Mr. O'Donnell, 
being denied permission to speak in the 
Irish language, refused to make any ad- 
dress whatsoever. 

This incident in the: British legislative 
body directs interest to the Irish language. 
What. is it like, and how extensively is it 
known and spoken? 

Several Irish and Scottish Americans of 
St. Louis can speak and read Irish. In 
almost all the principal cities of the United 
States there are schools where Irish is 
taught, and in Ireland there are perhaps 
several thousand people who understand 
the Irish tongue. 


The Irish people of St. Louis have not 
been as active in the perpetuation of. their 
native tongue as some others in the United 
States. Kansas City, for instance, has a 
society which teaches Irish tn a regular 
school, and there are similar institutions:in 
Chicago, Boston, New York and other cit- 
les. The students of Irish in 8t. Louis are 
almost altogether self-taught. There are 
perhaps less than a score of them. They 
apply at the libraries and the book stores 
for books printed ‘in the Irish language. 
Librarian F. M. Crunden of the Public Li- 
brary has several times been importuned by 
a St. Louis student of the Irish tongue to 
place more books in the Irish print upon 
the shelves of the Public Library. There 
are few exemplifications of the love of na- 
tive land equaling the patient labors of 
some of the Irish Americans of St. Louls 
in their determination to speak and read 
the language of their fathers. It is a diffi- 
cult tongue without those facilities for self- 
teaching available in some of the Euro- 
pean tongues more prevalent in this day, 
and the men who have :lcarned it. have 
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burned the midnight oil through many 
years.

Therefore, I, the Sultan of the Jolo 
archigelago, am seeking that which is good 
for my people. It is my sincere wish that 
my country should go ahead. 

‘Since Maj. Sweet, our father, has been 
in command of Jolo archipelago, no disturb- 
ances of any description have occurred. The 
reason is that he has taken great interest 
in our country and its people. He was the 
man who saw our poverty, our incapability 
of paying customs duties, as more thon one 
calamity has befallen our islands. There- 
fore, we thank him, and we trust him, al- 
though not knowing what he will do in the 
future, if be will change or not. Therefore, 
I and my people ask you to consider the re- 
inoval of Maj. Sweet. We ask to leave him 
here. We would like him to teach us the 
custom of the white people.

IMILAR to the case of Lawyer John 
S J. McCann of St. Louls, who went to

of Connecticut, who has been in jail ar. New 
Haven for a year and a half because uf 
his refusal to pay a military tax of }2. 

As a result of this refusal the town of 
Ansonia has been put to an expensic of $509, 
the cost of maintaining him in prison. 

Because of Carter's unwillingness to ac- 
cept offers to pay the tax he will remain in 
jail just so long as the city of Ansonia 
pays his expenses or until the Legislature 
enacts a law under which he can te re- 
leased. 

in January, 1°98, the Anronia City Coun- 
cil ordered the city tax collectors to «ol- 
lect every delinquent tax or put all in 
prison who refused to pay. When WWil'iam 
Carter, a brass molder, was approached fur 
his $2 military tax he said it was "Injust 
and refused to pay, and a warrant was 
put into the hands of a deputy sherir. 

There had been a marked delinquency 
among the citizens in the payment of this 
tax and the authorities thought it well to 
make an example of Carter. Accordingly. 
on Aug. “4, 1899, he was called upon to pay 
at least one year's tax or he would be taken 
to the New Haven jail. 

When Carter's friends heard this they im- 
mediately came forward and offered to pay 
up the sum, but Carter refused to silow 
that, saying that he préferred tu test the 
law. So on Aug. 24, 189, he was placed in 
jail and has remained there ever since. 

The incarceration of Carcer brought forth 
a storm of opposition from the tow:.sveorls 
condemning the actioff of the tax collectors 
and threatening to take up the case and sue 
_the state, but all threats were o’ no avatl, 
‘and Carter remained fn jail. 

Carter receives many letters daily from 
people who believe with him that wor i: 
wrong and a military tax un)wet,

He has 
won numerous hofiors in oratory and de- 
bating and represented his college in. the 
state contest of 1899.. He expects to make 
the law his profession. 

Central holds a remarkable record in the 
state contests, having won either first or 
second honors in six of the eight contests 
held since 1893. Two of her best known 
champions of former years, X..P. Wilfley 
and Thomas L. Anderson, are now practic- 
ing law in St. Louis, and Charlies T, No- 
land, an older attorney of this city, won 
both the state and interstate contests in 
1s876—an achievement which but one Mis- 
souri college boy has since equaled. 

Emmett F. Bishop of Maryville, Mo., will 
represent the State University. He is a 
member of the senior class and wears a pin 
of the Phi Delta Theta fraternity. He is 
also prominent in the work of the Athen- 
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aeum Literary Society and the University 
Dramatic Club. The title of his oration is 
“Christ or Céesar?’’ 

George 8. McCune, the vadetdentaliine of 
Park College, is 25 years old and a member 
of the senior class. During his college 
course he has won prizes in oratory, decla- 
mation, essay work and scholarship. His 
home its in Allegheny, Pa. 

William Jeweil College will send A. BE. 
Burch, a member of the junior class, to 
Jefierson City as its representative. Mr. 
Burch fs 23 years old and resides at Lad- 
donia, Mo. He has taken an active part in 
literary society work. 

In the inter-state contest, where the win- 
rer of Friday night's competion will rep- 
resent Missour!, 10 western states, from 
Ohio to Colorado, are represented. The 
inter-state winner -receives a $100 cash 
prige and the championship of the West.

This is the earliest Princeton yell on 
reccrd. It is found in a letter by Philip 
Vickers Fithian, a student in the college in 
1773. 

The journal and letters of Fithian, be- 
ginning in 1767 and ending in 1774, give a 
frank description of life in Princeton in the 
days of the revolution, also a view of gen- 
teel life in old Virginia. 

Fithian describes the commencement of 
1773 as being such a one as Princeton had 
never before seen. The hall was crowded 
to its utmost capacity, the stage covered 
with ladies and gentlemen, among whom 
was the governor himself and his lady.

adelphia and the orators were roundly ap- 
plauded. 

A letter written in 1772 shows that college 
students in those days had pranka not un- 
like those practiced today. The letter tells 
of two students who were expelled, not for 
drunkenness, or fighting, or Sabbath break- 
ing, but for stealing chickens. 

Here are some of the rules of the school 
as given in Fithian's first letter after en- 
tering Princeton in 1770: 

Every student must rise at 5 o'clock, and 
is given half an hour to dress, and lest any 
should plead that they did not hear the 
bell, the servant who rings it goes to each 
deor and knocks until he awakens the boys. 

In 1773 Fithian became a tutor in the 
house of a Virginia gentleman, and during 
his stay wrote several letters describing 
Virginia life during that period. 

Aj church it was not the custom of gcn- 
tlemen to enter until the services had be- 
gun. _ They Usually waited outside and en- 


tered in a body. At services they remained 
usually as long or longer than the parson 
preached. The ladies wore handkerchiefs 
over their heads, appearing as if suffering 
from toothache. 

In another letter is found recorded the 
amount of provisions consumed by the 
family of a Virginia gentleman, “one year 
with another." Twenty-seven thousand 
pounds of pork, 30 beeves, 550 bushels of 
wheat, besides corn; 4 hogsheads of rum 
and 150 gallons of brandy. ‘ 

Fithian does not overlook a dandy of old 
Virginian days. He gives a description of 
a Mr. Lane, one ‘of the dudes of the time, 
as follows: 

“He was dressed in black superfine broad- 
cloth, gold laced hat, laced ruffles, black 
silk stockings, and to his brooch on his 
bosom he wore a major’s badge inscribed, 
‘Virtue et Silentio,’” cut in a gold medal. 
Certainly he was fine.’’

CRISIS IN 
THE MORMON CHURCH.

() ‘ve: the life of a feeble old man is 


between the Mormon church and a 

crisis affecting the succession to its 
presidency. Lorenzo Snow, the present 
head of the church, is 86 years of age, and 
the state of his health gives his people {[re- 
quent apprehension and causes considera- 
tion of thé question as to his successor. 

Not since the time at Nauvoo, when 
Brigham Young overcame rivalry and be- 
came the head of the church after the kill- 
ing of Joseph Smith, has there been any 
doubt as to the right of succession. ‘hc 
theory of the Mormon church is that the 
Lord inspires the twelve apostles in the 
naming of the church president, but in- 
variably the presiding apostle has been 
chosen, and the presiding apostle has been 
the senior ene in term of service in the 
quorum of the twelve, as the apostolic or- 
ganization is called. So heretofore it has 
been simply a formal matter to designate a 
new head of the twelve, or a new head of 
the church. But when Apostle Richards, 
the president of the twelve, died a few 
months ago, he bequeathed an ecclesiastical 
problem to his brethren. 

The President of the church has two coun- 
selors, who are chosen from among the 
aposties. Their apostolic functions are sus- 
pended while they act as counselors, but if 
when. their chief dies his successor does 
not retain them, they go back to their 
seats among the apostles, George Q. Can- 
non and Joseph F. Smith are the counselors 
of President Snow. Cannon became an 
apostie in 1860, and Smith reached the 
apostolic rank in 1867. But Brigham Young, 
son of the prophet, was ordained an apostle 
by his father’s favor in 185, although he 
did not become an actual member of the 
aposties’ qiorum until 1868, after Cannon 
and Smith had taken seats in it, and he 
claims seniority, with the right of succes- 
sion, on the ground of his earlier ordina- 
tion. 

When the apostles were confronted with 
the duty of selecting a chief on the death 
of Richards, they ev eg a decision of the 
question of successiofPinvolved by leaving 
the position of president of twelve vacant. 
To take the place George Q. Cannon would 
have been compelled to retire from his pres- 
ent position, in which he is regarded as | 
virtually the head of the church.

TENDENCIES OF BIRDS 


By OTTO WIDMANN, Ornithol- 


ogist, Webster Groves, Mo. 

N ALL lattitudes, tropical as well as 
arotie, travelers find a great variety of 
waterbirds breeding in colonies of won- 

derful size, literally covering entire islands 
with their nests. The great ocean, with 
its ever moving population, carries the food 
to them and, providing richly for their 
table, makes such gregariousness possible. 

On the land it is different. Neither the 
Jand nor the air carries food to them and 
the birds have to go in search of it, hunt- 
ing over a smaller or larger territory, ac- 
cording to the nature of their food. It is 
rarely the case that enough food is found 
in any one place to supply a large number 
of birds of the same species for a long 
time. 

This circumstance sets limits, to their SOo- 
ciability, offering obstacles such as -the 
ocean bird has not to contend with. In 
times when a larger supply is needed, as 
in nesting time, when a brood of hungry 
young ones have to be fed, even the most 
sociable of birds stand before the alterna: 
tive either to separate from companions 
during the ent're period of reproduction or 
to go to distant feeding grounds whenever 
more food is required than the immediate 
vicinity will provide. 

Both expediences are used. Long—and 
strong—winged bifds, such as the swallows, 
pigeons, terns, gulls, herons and others 
breed in large colonies. Short-winged birds, 
unable to visit distant feeding grounds, 
are forced to forsake all company and with 
their mate take up a certain domain which 
they claim as their cwn.

The period of reproduction being over, we 
find most birds leading a sociable life, and 
the extent of their gregariousness depends 
mainly on the length and strength of their 
pinions. Nearly all water and shore birds, 
and some land birds of roving disposition 
are continually in flocks, going together to 
new feeding grounds when the old ones 
are exhausted. Others spend only part 
of the day in flocks, sometimes in enor- 
mous congregations, and scatter the rest 
of the day in search of food.

that early period that 4. ancestors of_the 
present cowbirds of North and South Amer- 
ica acquired the habit of accompanying 
the grazing herds which were continually 
on the move in search of good pasture, 
shelter, water, salt, in the escape from 
attacking enemies, and in seasonal emi- 
grations. It may be assumed that in fol- 
lowing the herd the female cowbird often 
Strayed too far away from her nest to 
reach it in time for the disposition of her 
egg, and in her desperation she. dropped 
it in another bird’s nest, which she happen- 
ed to find. The innovation was probably a 
success in most cases and the offspring 
raised by foster-parents lost in course of 
ages more and more all conjugal and pa- 
rental affection, lost the art of nest-build- 
ing and became truly parasitic!” 

When the horses became extinct it was 
the American buffalo or bison to whom 
our species became greatly attached, and 
when the white man arrived in this country 
the range of the cowbird coincided with 
that of the bison. Since its extermina- 
tion domestic animals have taken its place 
and with them the range of the cowbird 
extends to new territory. 
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conveyance on a cold day.as they would 
be at home. 

The driver is not overlooked in this ar- 
rangement. The leather top extends three 
feet in front, and a hanging curtain with 
side flaps shields him from the cold.

The average township requires six to nine 
wagons, at a cost of $1.2% each a day.

They are required to have the children on 
the school grounds at 8:45 o'clock in the 
morning, and leave for home at 3:45 o'clock 
in the afternoon. The length of the routes 
actually traveled varies from two to five 
miles,each. The wagons start early enough 
to make the trip in the required time (some 
as early as 7:30 o'clock in the morning), call 
at every farmhouse where there are sehool 
children, who step into the vehicle at the 
roadside and are delivered promptly at the 
schocl house. They are presumed to arrive 
home before or by 6 o'clock. 

There are no stations at stated places for 


them to congregate and wait for the wag- 
ons, as erroneously published. 

It has been found that six or nine wagons 
are adequate to make the entire tour of the 
township and collect the children at their 
homes. 

As to the advantages and success of this 
plan, the people of Ohio are outspoken in 
its praise. They would consider it a great 
retrogression to return to the old way. It 
has given an individuality to their schoois 
which is both unique and progressive. Pu- 
pils from every part of the township en- 
joy a graded school education, whether they 
live in the remotest corner of the township 
or at the very doors of the central tchool. 
The line between the college bred and the 
country bred youth is blotted out. They 
study the same books and enjoy the same 
games—both are the ef for it—both 
made stronger in knowkdgé and character. 
There are fewer teachers, but better qual- 
ified ones with larger salaries and longer 
terms. Higher studies are taught, formerly 
denied the more advanced rural pupils. 
With better classification and gradation 
come longer recitation periods, the lack of 
which is a great evil under the district sys- 
tem. The health of the pupils is preserved 
because they are not compelled to walk to 
school in snow, siush or rain, and sit with

is no loitering by the wayside, no 

ing, no bad language, no improper 
Tardiness and truancy are unknown. These 
are prohibited b¥ the driver, who is selected 
with as much care as the teachers. The 
attendance is greater from & to 150 per cent. 
The cost, excepting the building of the 
central school, is less than under the oid 
plan. Kingsville Township, O., actually 
saved $1090 in three years, Strife and con- 
tention between districts are prevented. 
The township becomes the taxable unit and 
the assessments more equitable and just. 
The inspiration and emulation from larger 
numbers result to the good of both teauh- 
ers and pupils. All s of the township 
are brought Into clos 
pathy, and the tendency is to make the 
central school the social and intellectual 
center of the community life. 

The first necessity will be the educating 
of the public mind to an appreéciation of 
the rural school. This may be accom- 
plished by a systematic campaign 
the various organizations of 
Then will follow the necessary legislation 
making the township instead of the dis- 
trict the unit for school and taxable pur- 
poses in Illinois.

FRANK confession by one of my best 
teachers many years ago that she did 
not clearly understand the cause of 
| the seasons and could not explain it intel- 
|ligently to her classes started me upon the 
iline of thought that resulted in the design- 
ing of the Terrarium. 
| It was evident to me that if that par- 
ticular teacher did not understand so jm- 
i portant a point, many others were prob- 
ably as much in the dark, although they 
‘had not shown any disposition to confess It. 
| After thinking the confession over, I be- 
came impressed with the idea that there 
| should be some apparatus by which the 
bene pene of the seasons could be ilustrated 
_and the pupils given a practical demonstra- 
tion of the earth's relations to the sun, 
After a few months I designed the Ter- 
rarlum, and have been using it continu- 
ously since with great success. I find that 
it simplifies instruction on the relation of 
the earth to the sun until children in their 
second readers can grasp the immense 
scheme. 
My apparatus is built upon the following 
plan: A thick plate of copper; resting upon

short legs, forms the base. 
the four corners arises a slight iron pillar. 
Upon these pillars is placed a sheet of 
giass, cut in parallelogramic form, 23 by 2 
inches. This glass represents the equa- 
torial plane of the sun. About the sides of 
this plane is soldered a meta) ellipse at an 
angle of 28% degrees with the plane. 

This represents the earth's orbit. 

A hole four inches in diameter is cut 
through the glass plate that represents the 
Buns equatorial plane. Fixed in this hole 
is a lamp, which represents the sun. A tin 
ball, with the various continents, islands 
apd seas drawn upon it, represents the 
earth and revolves about the orbit. This 
ball is attached to g long handle by in- 
visible wires, so that it seems to revolve cf 
its own volition when I stand out of the 
circle of light. While it revolves about

In similar manner I show the solstices 
and equinoxes. It is all a question of light 
and the angle at which it falle upon this 
sphere, and usually whenever I finish my 
demonstrations with a clase, however small 
its members may be, it understands pretty 
well the whole scheme ef the life of the 
solar sy ate m.

Duke Alfréd is the elder brother of the 
Prince Consort of Holland. 

How nearly together this marriage will 
bring the royal and imperial houses of Hol- 
land and Germany may be noted at a 


glance. How much this marriage, following 
upon that of the Queen of Holland with a 
German prince, may mean in the develop- 
ment of Europe, will require very little ex- 
planation. 

In .brief, it looks very much as though 
Europe Would.soon be consolidated under 
the flags of Germany, Russia and Britain. 
‘Germany is remofrselessliy moving upon 
Austria, which conglomerate and unwieldly 
empire is almost certain to fall to pieces 
upon the death of the old Emperor Francis 
Joseph, now a septuagenarian. The Hun- 
garian portion of the empire may then 
struggle for a time to maintain its inde- 
pendence, but it will inevitably end by fall- 
ing either into German or Russian hands. 

On the North Sea Germany seems inevit- 
ably destined to absorb Holland. The ab- 
sorption may leave Holland in a state of 
partial independence, but it will be Ger- 
man over-sovercignty that is to guarantee 
that oemi-independence. 

Great Britain will dominate Portugal, 
whieh country may deem itself fortunate 
if it escapes’ the fate of Egype—the fore- 
closure of a mortgage upon its sovereignty. 

France and ‘taly will remain separate, 
though 'n a minority, physically and finan- 
Cthily. 

This latest betrothal is, moreover, not one 
of state—but one of love. Strangely love 
and diplomacy seek the same path for once, 
and that path leads to the consolidation of 
the European continent, makes toward the 
glorification of Germany and td her great: 
ness As a naval power, 

The Princess Feodora of Schleswig-Ho!l- 
stein has heretofore been the despair of Eu- 
ropean royal matchmakers. She has re- 
fused all offera—which means many, for she 
has been much sought in marriage by minor 
German prfincelings. But she had steadfast- 
ly refused them all to the bewilderment 
of her staid and matronly sister, the Ger- 
man Empress, and to the perplexity of her 
active brother-in-law, the German Emperor. 
She is the latter's favorite, and beside being 
her Emperor he is her brother-in-law and 
she is his pet; and so her resistance to his 
matrimonial projects in her behalf seems 
the more strange.

OHN ANDERSON, electrician and in- 
ventor, who lives at 4543 Cadet ave- 
nue, and has charge of the armature 

shops of the St. Louis Transit Co.. at Jef- 
ferson and Geyer avenues, has designed a 
very interesting plan for the Louisiana 
Purchase Centennial Exposition grounds. 
Mr. Anderson's plan is very thorough and 
comprises a number of original ideas and 
suggestions. Mr. Anderson has made a 
study of the subject for several months, 
and will submit his plans to the World's 
Fair managers as soon as they aygnounce 
their readiness to consider such designs.

Y plan for the World's Fair grounds 

which is printed in this issue of the 

Sunday Post-Dispatch is the result 

of much careful study of the subject on my 
part. I have taken great interest in the 
subject since it was first broached. I have 
attended many of the great expositions and 
have traveled in various countries, and I am 
enthusiastic enough to hope that the St. 
Louis World’s Fair will eclipse any pre- 
vious affair of its kind, not only in its ex- 
hibits, but in the arrangement of its grounds 
and in novel and up-to-date features as 
well. I have studied over all the other 
plans I have heard of and compared the 
plans of all other expositions I have seen, 
and the one printed herewith is the result. 

I do not know exactly how to describe my 
plan. It provides, of course, for large, 
square grounds The interior arrangements 
are probably more noticeable for the num- 
ber of triangles they contain than any- 
thing else. I have carried the triangular 
idea all through my plan. The large ob- 
servation tower I make with three feet. 
The central lagoon I design in fancy tri- 
angular fashion, and many of the streets 
run.obliquely, making triangular sections 
which are shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration more clearly than my words can 
indicate. 

In my design I have placed the observa- 
tion tower at the rear end of the grounds. 
Three of the main streets run directly to it, 
and it would therefore afford a-magnificent 
view. I believe in the erection of a_tower, 
gay 1000 feet high. The Eiffel tower {5-985 


feet high. Why could we not go the French 
15 feet better? The idea of a triangular 
tower, I believe, is altogether new. There 
are quadrangular towers in profusion and 
towers with five sides and hexagonal, oc- 
tagonal and various other sorts of towers, 
but I have never seen or heard much of a 
three-cornered tower. My idea is to have 
the top of the tower bell shaped. This 
would permit the carrying out of a pet idea 
of mine. That is the construction of a per- 
petual motion pendulum. It could hang on 
ball-bearings from the top of the bell like a 


clapper, and extend down to just far 
enough from the ground to be conveniently 
safe. Once started, this pendulum would 
swing all through the time the exposition 
was open. The earth’s motion would pre- 
vent it from stopping. 

The idea of a triangular lake in the cen- 
ter would, I think, be an improvement on 
the old T-shaped style. It would afford a 
better opportunity for ornamentation. Be- 
sides, it would furnish attractive boating 
for visitors to the fair. Visitors could ride 
for over a mile in these boats by follow- 
ing the edges of this waterway once around, 
according to my plan. My plan places the 
three most important buildings of the fair 
at the corners of this water triangle. They 
are the Administration building, the Gov- 
ernment building and the Woman's build- 
ing. 

A new idea that has never before been 
put into execution is my plan to run an 
electric elevated railway about the grounds. 
This could be done with much satisfaction 
to the World’s Fair managers, I think, and 
with decided satisfaction to the public. If 
I had the money I would agree to build it 
myself. This railway, my idea is, could 
run from one end of the grounds to the 
other, going down one side and coming 
back the other, and passing through the 
most important buildings. This would do 
away with the most disagreeable feature of 
visiting big $expositions—the tiresome 
tramps from one part of the grounds to 
the others. There would be no danger 
about such a railroad. The buildings could 
be specially constructed with this road in 
view, and all necessary precautions taken 
to insure public safety. For those who 
wished to visit the Midway this would be a 
very decided advantage. The Midway I 
have placed in the far end of the grounds. 
The elevated cars could carry them there 
from the main entrance and save them a 
very long walk. 

The accompanying plan indicates all the 
different buildings and departments I have 
been thinking about, but there are two or 
three that I would like to mention special- 
ly. One is the Garden of Fruits... In this 
could be shown the choicest fruits of all 
corners of the earth, and it would prove 
quite interesting. Do you know that there 
are, I believe, 10,000,000 people in the United 
States who never saw a pineapple bush? 
Then there are probably as many people 
who never saw a cotton fleld. The repro- 
duction of a cotton field would prove very 
interesting to a large number of people, 
but particularly to Europeans and other 
visitors from abroad who have never been 
in our southern states 

In my plan I have marked a section for 
scenery. Here, I think, could be reproduced 
some of the interesting scenes from many 
countries—say, some old European castles, 
a view of Yellowstone Park and some of the 
South-African country that has recently 
become historic. 

Friends of.mine to whom I have sub- 
mitted the design have complimented it, 
and I intend to show it to the proper 
World’s Fair committee.as soon as the time 
arrives for me to do so. Even should noth- 
ing definite come of it, I think it will aid 
in bringing the subject a little more prom- 
inently before the public, and I am glad to 
be able to do even that.

HE Friede aerial globe will be almost 
a3 entirely original in design and con- 
struction and will be in almost cvery 
way different from similar structures here- 
tcfore erected for a like purpose. Its main 
feature will be an immense aerial circular 
hall or rotunda, measuring 360 feet in diam- 
eter by about 1000 feet in umference, 
situated at a height of 33 t from the 
ground. The entire height of the structure 
from base to top will be 556 feet, being the 
same as the Washington monument at 
Vi ashington. D. C. 

Surmounting the globe will be an observa- 
tory tower 65 feet in height, divide@ into

cated the elevators, designod to carry pas- 
sengers to all the various elevations oi the 
entire structure. The first stop will be made 
at a distance of 110 feet from the base, 
where the visitors will find a covered root 
garden, containing a band stand and stage, 
which will be 270 feet square.

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space of the rotunda will be laid out for 
exhibition and amusement purposes, with 
streets and avenues intersecting In such a 
manner as to have them all lead from the 
elevators in the center to the movable side- 
walks and plateglass windows at the ex- 
treme ends. 

The plateglass windows will be set in 
strong barred iron frames extending from 
the ceiling down to within about two feet 
of the floor and encircling the entire ro- 
tunda. The upper five or six rows of glass 
will be of various colors, which will show 
the inner illumination of electric arc lights, 
etc. This promises to present a very beau- 
tiful and brilliant sight after dark. 

Directly beneath this rotunda will bé lo- 
cated a sub-rotunda or cellar which will 
contain all the necessary machinery, dyna- 
mos, cold storage plants, water pumps, etc. 

There is yet another original feature to 
be constructed as an added attraction, 
which will t of two spiral covered 
iron and walks of easy incline, en- 
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great globe. One of them will begin at a 
point just over the rotunda on the inside 
and end @t the extreme top of the globe 
in the lower observatory. The other will 
begin at the top with exit at a point just 
opposite in the upper part of the rotunda. 
At this point and around the entire inside 
of the dome of the globe will be construct- 
ed an iron promenade gallery % feet wide 
and 10 feet in circumference, from which 
points of vantage the entire interior con- 
struction may be leisurely yiewed.

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CHINESE MAY 


KILL THEMSELVES 


HE Emperor Kwang 8u is reported to 
have offered a choice of suicides to 
those of his subjects whose execu- 

tion is demanded by the representatives of 

the allied countri@s because of the recent 
uprising against foreigners in China. 
By a choice of suicides the Emperor 


| means that the Chinamen who led the Lox- 


ers may escape the disgrace of decapita- 
tion by taking their own lives in one of 
ithese six ways: 

| They may ask for the silken cord. The 
‘silken cord is a short silk cord sent to men 
lof consequence condemned to death. It is 
‘gent by the government, and the con- 
'demned man is supposed to tle it around 
his neck and choke himself to death. The 
silken cord is not accompanied by any mes- 
sage. It is message enough In itself, The 
Chinaman knows what it means as well as 
4 Scot knew the meaning of the bull's 
head at the banquet. After sending the 
cord to the man condemned, the officials 
wait a reasonable length of time to hear 
that he has taken his life. This is usually 
a day. If the cord has not been used at 
the end of 24 hours @n executioner is sent 
ipto the cell to bind the hands of the pris- 
oner and then strangle him with the cord, 
or else to behead him, thus disgracing him 
in death because of his disobedience or 
cowardice, whichever it Waa prompted him 
to refuse to use the cord. 


by tying around the neck and causing 
strangulation. It is only men of prominence 
in China who are privileged to send for the 
kerchief and cord. 


If the men whose lives are demanded by 
the envoys do not want to strangle them- 
selves with kerchief or cord they may 
“swallow gold.” This has been a privilege 
of high officials in China for many centu- 
ries. It is not fully known that the term 
“swallowing gold” fully explains, for these 
executions are private. It is said by the 
Chinese, however, that men who suicide by 
swallowing gold actually eat gold leaf un- 
til it causes their death. 


If they would prefer to drown themselves 
the men condemned for the anti-aliem up- 
rising may do so under the laws of China, 
provided, of course, the envoys are agreed. 
But they cannot drown themselves and re- 
tain the respect of the Chinese people, not 
even the Boxers themselves, for drowning 
is a woman's mthod of suicide in China and 
is looked upon as a cowardly death’s-end 
for a man. In such cases the condemned 
man is taken to a pond and walks into the 
water and drowns without attempting to 
swim. The prevalence of this method of 
suicide among the women in China is sim- 
ply increulble. In some parts of the empire 
the young women so dread marriages ar- 
ranged for them with men they detest that 
groups of them get together and steal away 
to a pond or river, where they join hands 
and walk into the water and drown. 


Polson is the fifth choice open to the 
leaders of the Boxers. In such cases the 
condemned man usually takes oplum until 
it causes his death. 

The final choice is starvation. It is rarely 
selected, though China is not without in- 
stances in which prominent Celestials have 
chosen to be left in their cells without food 
until they died. 

It will be noticed that none of these six 
methods of suicide entails any mutilation 
of the body. This is because the Chinese 
believe any mutilation of the body in this 
world will be continued in the next. The 
men whose lives are to be given to satisfy 
the demands of the envoys are Chinamen

he would order them beheaded or “cut to 
pieces.” These are disgraceful deaths in 
China. They are the fate of persons charged’ 
with some plot against the court or With 
some heinous crime. 


Heads are not cut off on a block in China, 
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The condemned man is compelled to stand — 


upon his feet and lean forward. The neck 
is bared, and an assistant catches the head 
and pulls it out, stretching the neck with 

the aid of a second assistant at the rear. 

The executioner then swings upon the neck 

with a heavy blade, and his skill is such 

the head is lopped off by a single biow. In 

“cutting to pleces’”’ the man to be executed 

is stripped and made to lie prone upon the 

earth with his face down. Two Chinamen 

then give him a frightful flagellating with 

sharp bamboo whips, which cut the flesh 
to the bone. While the poor wretch stilf 

writhes in his agony one of the execution- 
er’s assistants quickly picks up the head 

and stretches the neck, while a second as<- 

sistant pinions the feet. The executioner 

steps up and swings his blade, and the 

head rolls to the ground with the awful 

screams of pain and horror still leaving the 

lips. 

The Chinese Emperor's reported offer to 
the men whose lives are demanded by the 
envoys is best understood when it Is known” 
that the thought of suicide does not appall 
the average Celestial. China is the land cf 
suicides. 

Chinamen condemned to death by the 
court are honored when the Emperor offers 
them suicide. Choice of suicide is excep- 
tional courtesy. Ordinarily the men to 
whom these offers are made accept them 
with an eagerness only possible with @ 
Chinaman. It is beyond comgrehension in 
the United States of America that anyone 
should permit even an Emperor to tell him 
he may kill himself or may choose one of 
six methods of killing himeelf. It is equally 
past American belief that Gen. Tung Fu 
Hsiang, one of the men to whom the Em- 
peror Kwang Su is reported to have offered 
choice of suicide within the last week, is 
going to kill himself when he is not in the 
Emperor's hands and is at the head of @ 
big army of soldiers who are reputed to 
worship him and are willing to fight for him 
to the last ditch. The general is a very Une 
selfish and self-careless personage if he is 
going to ask for the silken cord or walk 
into a pond when his chances in a civil war 
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are said to be at least as good as those of | 


the Emperor. 

And there is another strange thing about 
this execution of Chinamen who led the 
Boxers. It is said in dispatches from China 
that the envoys are not caring Just how the 
ives of the offenders are taken, whether 
by silk cords or kerchiefs, by other people 
or themselves, just so they are taken. But 
they do insist that the heads of the men 
executed shall be exhibited in prominent 
places several days that all Boxers may 
know the fate of such leaders. If it Is true 
that Kwang Su has offered Gen. Tung Fu 
and his companions chotce of suicide it ts 
going to be a breach of faith with them 
for his majesty to deliver the heads, for his 
offer to them embodies an assurance that 
their bodies shall not be mutilated, that 
they may enter the next world heads on 
shoulders and In no physical wise wanting. 
Herein is there an incongruity the Chinese.

ST. LOUIS SOCIAL.SETTLEMENT LEAGUE 
WHICH HAS TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY MEMBERS, 


WO hundred and fifty men, women 
and children testify daily to the good 
of the work being done by the Social 
Settlement League of St. Louis, and several 
hundred more give indirect evidence of the 
elevating influence of the work being car- 
ried on in eight unpretentious rooms at 923 
North Ninth street. 

These rooms are open 
Membership in the league 
No race or religion is barred, though it is 
a fact, owing chiefly to the location, that 
the great majority of those benefited are 
Jews. 

Owing to a lack of room membership its 
restricted to males and females between the 
ages of 14 and 30 years. 

The work of the Social Settlement Leaguo 
more nearly approaches that of the famous 
Hull House ‘of Chicago than anything yet 
attempted in St. Louis. The league was 
established two years ago and is now in 
better working order than ever before. It 
is closely affiliated with the Jewish Alli- 
ance, which is doing nruch to alleviate the 
condition of the poor Jews in the Carr 
street district, and one of the main objects 
of which is to prepare these people and 
their children for the responsibilities of cit- 
izenship in this country. 

The Jewish Alliance will soon erect a 
building at Ninth and Carr streets, and the 
Social Settlement League will then occupy 
quarters there. Then, it is believed, with 
more attractive rooms, the efficiency of 
the league will be greatly increased. Even 
as it is, the quarters now occupied are too 
small, for on special occasions, when the 
building everfiows, it is necessary to ask 
some of the children te return home, that 
their elders may be entertaiped. As many 
as 306 people have been in the Social Set- 
tlement reoms at once. 

The place is open each evening from / 
and 10 o'clock. The library centaina 2000 
volumes. There is a well kept reading 
room, In which the leading newspapers and 
magazines are on file. - There is another 
room for social games, where nothing ts 
barred save playing cards. In the base- 
ment there is a gymnasium, where compe- 
tent inatructors give lessons in various ath- 
letic exercises to ambitious children of the 
tenements. 

All this is free. Most of the books were 
cort.tbuted. A f+ w of them were bought by 
the league. It also has a especial arrange- 
ment whereby books are secured under cer- 
tain conditions from the public library. 

Maregines and other publications are con- 
tributed by the newspapers and private citl- 
Lena, 

The library has an active membership of 
162, besides many casual readers who are 
not cnreiled as members of the league. 
Patrons of other ifpraries may be surprised 
to know that among this iowly class of 
readers the favorite author is Shakspeare, 
and that the librarian finds it difficult to 
keep a supply of his works on hand.
